New York, Jan. 4.—[Special.]—President 
Taft today said he favored submitting the 
dispute between Great Britain and the United 
Btates over the Panama canal tolls to The 
Hague tribunal for arbitration. 

This was the president’s first formal decie- 
gation on the matter since Great Britain 
fied its protest, and in it he takes issue 
with many members of the senate and espe- 
cially of the members of the committee 
which drew up the Panama canal bill. 

“Tt am willing, and, indeed, I would be 
ashamed not to be Willing,” the president 
gaid, “to arbitrate any question with Great 
Britain in the construction of a treaty when 
we reach the exact issue which there‘is be- 


tween the two nations. 


Hopes for Quick Settlement. 

“When there is a difference that cannot 
be reconciled by international negotiation 
and adjustment, then we are entirely will- 
ing to submit it to an impartial tribunal. I 
am hopeful we may get it either to settle- 
ment or to submission before the present 
administration shall cease. If the time 
comes, there will be no doubt about what 
1 will do in respect to the submission of that 
question to an impartial tribunal, if that is 
necessary.” 

Mr. Taft also denounced the United States 
@mate for the defeat of the arbitration treat- 
i with England and France. This action, 
be declared, had set back for years the 
grogress of world peace, as all nations looked 
# America to be a leader in that movement. 


Change in Taft’s Opinion. 

The position taken by Mr. Taft in his 
declaration for arbitration today recalls that 
he did not originally think the enactment 
of the Panama toll legislation would require 
international negotiations. At that time the 
president said: 

“After full examination of the Hay- 
Peuncefote treaty. and. of the treaty which 
preceded it. I feel confident the exemption 
of the coastwise vessels from tolls and the 
imposition of-to!ls on vessels of all nations 
engaged in the foreign tradeis not a violation 
ef those treaties.” 

Mr. Taft's present agreement to arbitrate 
®gnifies he now haga doubt as to the pro- 
Priety of congress in passing the bill and of 
his own action in approving it. 


Congress Refuses Suggestion. 

Mr. Taft wanted congress to declare that 
Ms action should not be construed as repeal- 
fig or infringing any provision of the Hay- 
Pauntefote treaty or to affect its judicial] 
Sonsiruction. Congress took the view that 
it had the power under the treaty to exempt 
eeastwise shipping from the payment of tolls 
an¢ to forbid the use of the canal to trust 
Owned and railroad owned ehips, whether 
Siiling under the American or a foreign flag. 

That this was the view of the president

Meture which made the legislation effective.

It is my firm belief 
that the hardened criminals out of Joliet on 
parole are to blame for all the trouble that 
has come in spite of the faithful work of the 
policemen. 


Says They Come Out rece 

“When they come out they are unchafiged. 
They are still criminals. And when a parole 
law is used to let them out before the proper 
time, trouble comes just so much the sooner. 

“ These men stop at nothing. I would not 
be a bit surprised to learn that ‘Trilby’ 
Thompson, who escaped a while ago, had a 
hand in this latest affair. He was sent to 
the penitentiary in 1807 and was released on 
parole.

South Park Commission Pro- 
hibits All Freak Dancing 
in Field Pavilions. 


MUSIC MUST BE PROPER. 


That the “ bunny hug,” “ turkey trot,”’ and 
similar dances have a deteriorating effect 
upon the participants has been decided by 
the south park commissioners, Who have pro- 
hibited them from south park fleld houses. 
J. F. Foster, general superintendent of the 
south park clubs, has issued the following 
regulations: 

‘*3t is the purpose of the south park com- 
missioners to provide in the field houses op- 
portunities for wholesome recreation only. 
Social recreation frequently taxes the form 
of dancing. Association in this activity must 
be wholesome. All clubs and societies using 
the south park halls are expected to assist in 
establishing better standards in the form of 
dancing and in all that surrounds each dan- 
cing event. 

“Officers and musicians will please elimi- 
nate ragtime music associated with sugges- 
tive titles or words or with dances known as 
the ‘ bear’ or ‘ turkey trot.’ 


Music Must Be Proper. 

“The accompanying music has great influ- 
ence on the dancing. Therefore music played 
must be of stahdard quality and rendered 
in such manner as will be applicable to 
standard and approved dances. 

“ When a program ts furnished to orchestra 
leaders the music played for each dance 
shall conform to the proper movement for 
that dance. 

“The position known as waltz position 
ghall be observed in dancing waltz, two step, 
and other dances requiring close position. 

“Only Tecognized dances such as the 
waltz, the two step, the quadrille, the minuet, 
and other dances of stateliness and refine- 
ment are permittd. Uniformity of dancing 


is required.” :

WILL REACH CHICAGO TODAY. 


Zero Temperatures, Which Have Pre- 
vailed on North Pacific Coast, Now 


Sweeping Over Whole Country. 


The cold wave which has been visiting the 
western portions of the coiintry is on Its way 
toward Chicago. Its foreguard of arctic 
blasts probably will arrive today and in their 
wake will come gero temperatures. 

Warning of the westward movement of the 
wave was sent out from the government 
weather bureau at Washington, D. C., last 
night. But Chicago will not be alone tn feel- 
ing the force of the wintry visitation. The 
area of low temperatures will spread over 
almost the entire country within the next 
three days. 

The northwest will feel the cold almost 
immediately and will be hardest hit. The ex. 
treme cold will epread quickly to the east- 
ward and southwam, extending through the 
eastern gulf and south Atlantic states within 
three days. 

Just what degree of cold may be expected 
the Washington experts said they could not 
state with precision, but it was probable the 
temperatures would not be unusually low, 
except over the northwest and the centra!

IN CHANNEL MUD 


Amerika Goes Aground in New 
York Bay While Dodging 
Gale Blown Craft. 


TUGS FAIL TO FLOAT IT, 


New York, Jan. 4.—({Special.]—The Ham-. 
burg-American Mner Amerika, finest of the 
British built ships in the German pas- 
senger service and one of the best flying any 
flag for comfort and regularity, lay In the 
upper bay tonight hard aground forward, ite 
lights gleaming in the hagelegs air like those 
of a big hotel. 

In the first and second cabins are about 
400 passengers. They gathered at the rails 
in the late afternoon and watched five power- 
ful tuge make snorting efforts to wrest the 
Mner from the grip of the sand and mud. 

At 8 o’clock tonight, nearly two hours after 
high tide, the tugs gave up the task and 
Capt. H. Kmith sent a wireless message to 
his agents here that there was no prospect of 
getting the boat off. The tugs had been 
hauling and the steamer’s own propellers 
had been churning vigorously since 3 in the 
afternoon. 

May Have to Lighten Cargo. 

At high water tomorrow morning, between 
6 and 7 o'clock, the tugs will make another 
attempt to dislodge the boat. If they are un- 
successful, some of the cargo wil! be lightered 
and at the succeeding high tide tomorrow 
night the little nautical Titans will strain 
hawsers once more 

The Amerika drew outtof fits dock In Ho- 
bokenm at 8 o’clock in the morning in charge 
of a Sandy Hook pilot and steamed bayward 
before a gale that blew at times more than 
sixty miles. The tide was ebb an@abnormally 
low because of the blast rushing seaward. 
The gale of the day before had held up a fleet 
of freighters in the bay and many of them 
@ragged anchor and had drifted into the 
channel. Among these was the Georgic. 

The Amerika’s pilot was forced to slow 
down to avoid hitting the Georgic. When he 
slowed down the gaieand the tide, more than 
two feet below the usual low level, urged him 
against the shoating on the east side of the 
channel and hg could not avoid grounding. 

Castro Not on Liner. 

The Amerika sailed without having 
aboard Cipriano Castro, ex-president .of 
Venezuela. who announced at Ellis Island 
several days ago that he would abandon his 
desire to enter the United States and return 
to Europe voluntarily: Castro remains under 
detention at Ellis Island.

‘BUCK’ UP TO PROSECUTOR 


Mcinerney’s Assistant Agrees to 
Procedure After the Affidavits 
Me Filed. 


JURIST REQUIRED LONG ARGUMENT 


Municipai Judge John I. Courtney yes- 
terday issued three summonses against Ald. 
“ Al” Tearney for violations of the 1 o'clock 
closing law in the alderman's Thirty-fifth 
street saloon. summonses require Tear- 
ney to again appear in court on Jan. 10. 

A call at the city hall, where he conferred 
with Chief Justice Harry Olson before going 
to his own court is reported to have con- 
vinced Judge Courtney that it was entirely 
within his power to act independent of the 
prosecutor's office. 

Judge Courtney personally signed the pa- 
Pers after Attorney 8S. E. Thomason had 
presented an affidavit, sworn to by Attorney 
H. C. Lutkin, charging that the prosecutor 
had shown a “ marked disinclination to 
prosecute Tearney.” The lawyers represent- 
ed I'RIBUNB reporters who swore to the three 
complaints. 


“Buck” Passed to Prosecutor. 

Assistant City Prosecutor A. A. Haggenjos 
e@ennounced he had ng objection to the pro- 
cedure when the “ buck,” of which Judge 
Courtney complained the day ‘before, had 
been passed to him. Judge Courtney pre- 
viously had signified a willingnesg to put 
the prosecutor’ on record. 

After the summonses had been made out 
in triplicate and attested by court officials 
they were sent to the office of Chief Bailiff 
A. J, Cermak, who is compelled to serve 


} *hear@hder the law. 


The Tearney case before Judge Courtney 

will precede that for a similar violation set 
before Judge Caverly on Jan. 14. City Prose- 
cutor McInerney issued the summons tn the 
latter case for offenses alleged to have been 
committed on Sept. 28 and 29. 
The first return in the bailiff’s office on 
the McInerney summons said that Tearney 
could not be found. This was under the 
Hunter administration. Subsequently he 
was served, however. The complainant in the 
McInerney case is Po#ce Capt. Nootbaar, who 
has filed 182 complaints against the alder- 
man, none of which eyer has been tried in 
court. 


Judge Arrives in Court. 
Judge Courtney reached his covftroom 
about the same time the Tearney complain- 
ants arrived in the late forenoon. 
“Good morning, gentlemen.” he scald, as 
he started down the long hallway from the 
street door. Then turning to Attorney 
Thomason he complained that the verbatim 
Publication of the proceedings of Friday had 
“ruined ” his “judicial reputation.” 
Then after he had gone through with his 
court docket Judge Courtney heard the Tear- 
ney summons application. 


Proceedings in Courtroom. 

Following is a verbatim report of the pro- 
ceedings in Judge Courtrey’s court: 
MR. THOMASON-~Your honor, I have an 
affidavit here amd the clerk seems to have 
some misgivings about his power to take it.

WHAT'S “PASS THE BUCK’’? 

Chicago, Jan. 4.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
I havve been a diligent student of the law for 
many years, but lam puzzled by the techni- 
cal term used by Judge (of what?) Courtney. 

What does it mean to “ pass the buck’’? 
I can't find the phrase in “ Adjudged Words 
and Phrases’ cr any other technical work 
with which I am acquainted. 

*“ Passing the buck,” so far as I know. is 
not recognized as one of the qualifications 
for practice at the bar of our courts of jus- 
tice.

CHICAGO’S 1912 DEATH RATE 
STILL KEEPS LOW RECORD. 


But Health Bureau Blames Parents’ 


Negligence for Gain in Diphtheria 
and Scarlet Fever. 


Chicago's death rate in 1912, the complete 
report of which was issued yesterday by the 
health department, while showing a slight 
increase over 1911, was still phenomenally 
low, probably low enough to insure the city’s 
retention of the title of healthiest of the larse 
cities of thé world. In only eleven years 
1845, the first vear in which records 
were kept, has the health record been better. 

Phe feature to which the department calls 
atiention is that the death rate could have 
been materially lowered had Chicago heeded 
the appeal to care for colds promptly. I: 
was the diseases traceable to neglected 
“light colds”’ which increased -in serious- 
ness. The deaths from diphtheria, for ex- 
ample, were more frequent than in any year

| since the saving antitoxin came into gen-

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 4.—The Russian 
foreign office after a reconsideration of the 
position of the American consuls in Ruesia, 
arising out of the termination of the commer- 
cla! treaty of 1832, has reached the conclusion 
that the matter of their exequaturs is fuily 
covered by the agreement reached with 
Washington, whereby the general principles 
of international law may be applied to con- 
sular questions in the absence of a formal 
treaty. 

The modus vivendi recently arranged at 
‘Washington is, therefore, complete, apply- 
ing practically to any question which Is apt 
to arise concerning Russo-American rela- 
tions. 

The fears é¢xpressed by some American 
newspapers that the duties on agricultural 
machinery probably would be increased are 
declared by the foreign office to be groundless.

strength 10 expose Tearney’s ‘den of in- 
iquity’ ! Keep up the good work. I can 
guarantee you the moral support of all the 
Christian colored people, despite the alder- 
man’s boast about controlling us with his 
fll gained wealth.” 

This statement was made yestettay- by 
the Rev. Henry J. Callis, pastor of Walter's 
A. M. E. Zion church, Thirty-eighth and 
Dearborn streets, when asked if he were sat- 
isfied with the way his recent sermon on 
“The Tragedy of Human .rejudice” had 
taken root. 

It was this sermon, tn which the minigter 
characterized Ald. “Alb” Tearney as “ be- 
Ing on the same level with Jack Johnson,"’ 
and in which the minister asserted this par- 
ticular politician-saloonkeeper “had the 
white press subsidized,”’ that started Tus 
TRIBUNE in its publicity campaign against 
Tearney's Thirty-fifth street place. 

Investigators for THE TRIBUNE were con- 
cluding their third night’s work checking 
up on the minister's charges when they 
were attacked by Tearney and his chauffeur 
thugs. 


Believes He Knows Secret of “Pull.” 
The Rev. Mr. Callis believes he knows 
why a representative of State's Attorney 
Hoyne ‘threw’ the criminal case growing 
out of the assault on Tap TRIBUNE men, and 
believes he knows why City Prosecutor Mc- 
Inerney has gone out of his way in repeat- 
edly blocking the prosecution of Tearney for 
violating the 1 o'clock closing ordinance. 
In his sermon, as well as in his interview 
yesterday, the Rev. Mr. Callis referred to the 
negro pugilist’s marriage with Lucile Cam- 
eron as a “‘ romance of the underworld.”’ He 
asserted Johnson was allowed to mingle with 
white woman patrons of Tearney’s saloon, 
and that after allowing the negro to spend his 
money freely in the café and “ associating 


with him for profit,”’ Tearney proved his 
cowardice by deserting the big illiterate pu- 
gilist when public sentiment Was aroused. 


Pull Used in Hoyne’s Office. 

But another cause of the minister's bitter- 
ness toward Tearney was the alderman’s suc- 
cess in euchreing the colored ministers out 
of a selection in the state’s attornmey’s office. 

“ Tearney had ‘ gone along’ with the resi- 
dents of the black belt, and no particular 
attention was paid to him,”’ sald the Rey. 
Mr. Callis, * until he had the brazenness to 
use the whip Randle against our efforts to 
have a Christian young man of our race—a 
good Democrat, by the way—appointed as an 
assistant to State's Attorney Hoyne. 

“ When Hoyne exhibited too much friend- 
ship for Tearney we started out for proof af 
the character of Tearney’s place to convince 
Hoyne he was listening to bad advice. The 
original tmtention was to take our evidence 
only so far, but when Hoyne showed himseif 
under this @dmnable influence my colored 
brethren associated with me on the commit- 
tee which waited on Mr. Hoyng selected me to 
preach a sermon which would draw public 
attention to the joint.

Young Girls Seen in Tearney’s Joint. 

“In obtaining this proof we personally ob- 
served young girls—no question about them 
still being in their teens—enter Tearney’s 
alone or accompanied by striplings of boys. 
in some cases, and depart under the Influence 
of liquor. As a rule they walked to Tear- 
ney'’s and usually boarded one of the waiting 
taxicabs lining the streets in front of the 
place, and they would go—God have mercy 
en the poor creatures! 

‘* Tt is men lixe Tearney Who are respon- 
sible for the prejudice that has been visited 
on our race. The big illiterate negro hasn't 
sense enough to see that he was simply 
a toy inthe hands of Tearney.

Negroes Promised Place by Hoyne. 

**We worked hard for the success of the 
Democratic ticket, and Hoyne promised us 
the appointment of a man who had the ap- 
proval of the negro churches. We knew that 
Tearney boasted about being an ‘ inside man 
for Mayor Harrison,’ but hardiy believed 
Hoyne would cater So him. We selected an 
ideal man and then our committee waited 
upon Mr. Hoyne. He promiged to give our 
man careful consideration. 

“We became a bit uneasy, and so we had

The civil service commission yesterday wou 
its biggest victory in the attempt to uncover 


slush fund by the, United Police when Mar- 
shall A. Wheeler, a policeman at the Engie- 
wood station, testified he had collected near- 
ly $2,200 from men of his precinct. 

Wheeler declared he was instructed by Wil- 


Police, to make.the. collection. He said the 
mo was raised to secure legislation favor- 
able to the police both in the city council and 


Ald. Albert W. Beilfuss and former Ald. 
Peter Reinturg also testified regarding their | 
knowledge of .the alleged. slush fund. E. J. 
Dodd, mentioned as the custodian of the fund, 
Was the last witness. The session, which ad- 
journed at’ 12:30, wil be resumed tomorrow 
at 2:30, when former Ald. Bernard W. Snow | 
will take the stand. 

Money in Numbered Envelopes. 

Patrclman Wheeler told the most complete 
story of the methods of raising the fund that 
has been heard. He said the money wascol- 
lected in 1910 and that each policeman paid 
him $20 in a numbered envelope with no other 
markings on {t. He said that after Stine dis- 
appeared he refunded $272 to the men who 
had contributed the $2,200. All but two men 
at the station had heeded his plea for funds. 

Wheeler said Stine- handed him envelopes | 
and told him to give them tothe-men. He 
asserted Stine intimated that the men would 
know what they were for without being told. 
He declared he understood the money was 
to be used for bribing aldermen, and legisia- 
tors. — 

Aid. Beilfuss was the first wihiness before 
the commission. He said he had been ap- 
proached by policemen who had told him they 
had been asked to contribute to a fund to be 
raised for tha purpose of securing an increase 
in their salaries. 

Beilfuss Tells Story. 

“Three men from the West Chicago ave- 
nue station called on me and asked me about 
a raise in salary,” he said. “I told themI 
would be governed by the state of the city’s 
finances. Then they sald there was a fund 
being collected and they had been asked to 
contribute. I know of no direct attempt to 
influence any alderman in regard toa raise in 
salaries."’ 

Patrolman Wheeler then took the stand 
He said he was a member of the United 
Police, as well as a collector, in 1910. 

‘Officer, it has been stated by two wit- 
nesses they paid you $20 each towards a 
fund. 5s that #07" asked Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Leon Hornstein. 

“ Yes. sir,’ he replied. 

** How much did you collect? ”’ 

“ About $2,100 or $2.200."’ 

“ Did everybody pay?’ 

“All but one or two.” 

Witness Identifies Envelope. 

Wheeler then identified an envelope ex- 
hibited by Mr. Hornstein as being one of 
those used by him in receiving money from 
the men. 

“ Did youattend the meetings of the patrol- 
men's committee?’ 

* Yes, sir; about once a month.” 

“What was the nature of the business 
transacted there?’’ 

“O, reports from the stations.” 

“Was this fund mentioned and reports 
from the various statione about it re- 
ceived ?’" 

* Yes, sir.” 

“ Was the purpose of the fund mentioned?” 

“ Yes, it was supposed to secure legislation 
favorable to the police.” 

Tells Purpose of Fund. 


“In the city council and the legisiature?’’

came there to speak. Dodd’s memory 
proved faulty at this point, and he replied 
he didn’t remember when questioned fur- 
ther. :

COURT ALSO AIDS SCHEME.

Secretary of 
War Stimson approved the proposed double 
deck bridge at the foot of Michigan avenue, 
furnishing the boulevard link from the north 
to the south sides of the city. : 

At about the same time Circult Court Judge 

kwood Honoré entered an order confirm- 

g agreements between the south park board. 
and private interests, whereby another sec- 
tion of lake shore land was restored to the 
public: This is the riparian property lying 
between Fifty-third street and a point 497 
feet south of Fifty-fifth street extended. 
There is no appeal from the order. 

One further agreement is in sight and an- 
other regarded as likely. There wili then 
remain only two small tracts between Grant 
and Jackson parks to which the public has 
not acquired clear title. Suits will oe filed 
and the park commission authorities predict 
a gain of more ground than would have been 
won by compromise. ; 


Claims Permanently Settled. 
The claims permanently settled yesterday 
cover the following strips of lake front land: 
330 feet between Fifty-third street and 
Figty-fourth street, transferred by Mrs. 
Florence Pullman Lowden and Mrs. Harriet 
Pullman Carolan, heirs of George M. Pull- 
man, to Edward G. Carter, Clark L. Poole, 
Charlies N. Gillett, and others. 
619 feet between Fifty-fourth and Fifty- 
fifth streets extended, held by Fanny F. 
Brega and James Barrell of Evansion 


gan avenue. 
Robert Redfield and Henry P. Chandler, 


attorneys for the park commission, are con- 
fident an agreement can be made with the 
holder of a strip of Sil feet south of Fifty- 
fourth street.

Girl Tells of Seeing Jewels. 
“TI met this man downtown one evening,” 


she said. “I was with another young 
woman. We had supper, and then tie other 


' girl left us. The man said his name was 


Griffin, and that he was a Pinkerton deteo- 
tive. 

“ He showed me his star, and aiso about @ 
hatful of jewels, unset diamonds, and pearia, 
wrapped in jeweler’s cotton. He said he 
had recovered them from the murderer of

“ A little later Th the evening he asked me 
to elope with him and go to Los Angeles, 
When 1 refused, he grabbed my pocketbook, 
containing $8.

The police believe that two of the diamonds 
said to have been seen by Miss Whitney were 
those taken. to Logue to be set by W. J. But- 
tons.

Hold Mysterious “Jack.” 

The police have in custody a heavy set 
negro known as“ Jack.” He is secluded inén 
outlying station as a suspect in the Logue 
case. The man is an ex-convict. He is 
said to have been seen loafing about Mc Vick- 
ers theater at about the time the diamond 
broker was killed. 

Finger prints of the prisoner were “ob- 
tained and were taken to the identification 
bureau, where they were compared with 
finger print bieod stains on a handkervhiet 
believed to belong to the murderer which 
was found In the room beside Logue’s body.

“A good many persons are saying ‘don't 
arbitrate because you are going tolose. This 
is our own canal, and, while England is mak- 
ing a point of it, England would not fight 
about it, and, therefore, why give up when 
you are not Hkely to get an arbitration that 
will be satisfactory to you and your view of 
the construction.’ Now, that is just the time 
when I am in favor of an arbitration. 

“I mean that I have not. gone about the 
country urging arbitration for the purposeof 
using that as a platform subject to attract 
the attention and approval of the audience,

Gives Scoring to Senate. 

Mr. Taft warmly denounced the senate In 
connection with the defeat of the proposed 
arbitration treaties with Great Britain and 
France: 

“Once In ae while,”’ he said, “ there comes 
an opportunity that seems to be a great step 
forward and when thet opportunRy is lost, 
whtn the step which might have been taken, 
ie not taken, the hearts of those whose 
hopes were high are saddened. 

’“ This meeting brings back to me the ear- 
nest, triumphant feeling that I hed tn my, 
soul after I had visited almost every state 

_in' the unton.and urged the confirmation of 
the treaties which we had made with Eng, 
land and France and then lived to find them, 
defeated in the highest legislative body of the 
world, as some.of the members of that body, 
@re in the habit of calling it. 

“The defeat was. more than a mere de- 
struction of our hope as to the progress that 
might be made by those treaties because 
the vote carried with it a proposition which, 
if established as our constitutional law, rele- 
gates the United States to the rear rank of 
those nations which are to help the cause of 
universal peace. For the proposition is that | 
the senate of the United States may not con- | 
sent with the president of the United States | 
to a treaty that shall bind the United States 
to arbitrate any class of questions that may 
erise in the future, but there must always 
be a condition that the senate may subse- 
quently, when the facts arise, determine 
whether in its discretion the United States 
ought to arbitrate the issue. 


Handicap on_ World Peace. 

“ Now I gay that imitation upon the powers 
of the United States ae a government to bind 
itself to obligations, to meet questione be- 
tween nations with arbitration, is an ob- 
struction not only to the progrese of the 
Uinited States but to the progress of the 
world in the matter of peace, for the reason 
that the nations of the world look to the 
United States—and properly’ look to the 
United States—as a leader in the matter of 
eetablishing peace, because we are eo for- 
tunately placed between oceans and without 
troublesome neighbors that we can go on 
without fear of consequences to establish a 
condition which shall settle every question 
by reference to an arbitral tribunal. 

“It is because the nations of the world 
jooked to us\to do that that the announce- 
ment of the doctrine of the senate. of the 
United States, that we have no power to make 
an arrangement of that sort for the future, 
except as we adopt each particular con- 
tract to arbitrate each particular question, 
presents to those of us who hope for uni- 
versal peace 80 great an obstruction. 

““ Now the difficulty about arguing peace is 
that, when you get before an audience, ev- 
erybody is in favor of peace: They: are all 
in favor of peace. But when {t comes to 
an election, the issue as to international 
peace does not play any part at all. Tie 
peace part of the political platform does not 


‘geem to affect anybody but the peace socie- 


ties.

Senator Borah, member of both the foreign 
relations and the canal committees, sald he 
was disposed to oppose arbitration.

Details of the legislative program of the 
Progressives were agreed upon finally yes- 
terday at a meeting of the joint committee 
on state legislation, presided over, by 
Charies E. Merriam.

Another.Change in Procedure. 

Another change tn the house procedure hy 
which the “killing ’’ of bifis in committee 
fs sought to be done away with is the sug- 
gestion that bills referred to committees, 
other than the committee.on appropriations, 
and remaining undisposed of in committee. 
may be placed on the house calendar and the 
committee be discharged from further con- 
sideration of the bill by a vote of the ma- 
jority of the members present. ; 

The Progressives have prepared for pres-

School Attacks Present 
Administration. 


CONDEMNS PRISON GOODS. 


Calls Civil Service Farce and In- 


terference with Trustees 
a Menace. 


Present methods of state administration 
of the university are destructive to all hope 
of effective education, accérding to Dean 


Eygene Davenport of the Illinois school of . 


agriculture, a department of the state unl- 
versity at Urbana-Champaign, who has 
appealed.to the advisory committees to de- 
mand new legislation. pon! 

In a lengthy summary of hie experiences 
Dean Davenport says the schoo! attachés 
must be removed from civil serVice, which he 
has found demoralizing to discipline and 
efficiency; the present rule compelling pur- 
chase of ali goods possible from the prison 
board at the board's prices must be abolished, 
and the present commission control, leading 
to “legalized inefficiency,” must be dis- 
carded. 

Particularly indignant is the attack on the 
red tape which he finds wound about every 
activity of the school, and getting yearly inio 
@ worse tangle. He declares more time and 
energy are expended in finding out how todo 
a thing than is necéssary actually to do Ii. 

He finds the schoo! paying excess amounts 
for prisof made goods, which were formerly 
purchased in open anarket, and getting goods 
inferior in design, workmanship, and service. 
He says if changes are not mede present in- 
tolerable conditions will .reach apeedily the 
point where they will wreck the state school. 


Iilincis Almost Worst in U, 8. 

Dean Davenport contends that comditions 
surrounding public scientific and educational 
service are worst in the State of WashingtOn: 
but finds IlUmots a close second, due to legty- 
lation curtailing the power of the university 
wustees and faculty, and turning over con- 
tro] to outside boards and commissions. 

First he cites the law preventing the uné- 
versity from buying its equipment in open 
market. 

“The damnable feature of the law,” he 
says, “‘is the confessed readiness to prosti- 
‘tute the vital interests of an educational in- 
stitution to the convenience and financial 
gain of a penitentiary. 

" There ts also a law taking away from the 
board of trustees, and from the faculties and 
scientific staffs of educational inethutions. 
the power to employ such aesistants as are 
best sulted to their needs, and supplying them. 
in serial order out of a classified Mst in the 
hands of a commission miles away, unac- 
quainted with the needs and even under the 
law unable to make a selection. 


Evil Effects Clear. 

“ The evil effects of legislation of this order 
are best understood by means of examples. 

“The agricultural building was furnished 
before the prison indusiries law was enacted. 
We were then free to buy the most suitable 
furniture wherever it could be found. Out 
ef $5,000 worth of furniture bought twelve 
years ago only one defective plece was found, 
and that was promptly replaced free of 
Charge. <All of it Is in use today in go6@ 
condition, This furniture cost-us déliyered 
approximately 25 per cent less than the rétail 
price at that time, which means $35 for a 
five foot roll top desk such as ‘is here shown 
in good condition after twelve years daily 
service. 


Prison Desk Unfit for Office. 

“TI exhibit in contrast the first desk pur- 
chased from the prison board about four 
years ago at $45. It is smallerand greatly 
inferior, in short, unfit for a decent office. 
The top split in opening and the drawers all! 
had to be refitted; though the job was not 
quite so bad as a later one on which a full 
grown man broke two ribs in trying to shut 
a drawer that had been forced open. 

“I can exhibit a chair sold us to replace 
a really beautiful $7.50 chair. Thesubstitute 
cost $9.50, and I submit it as the most awk- 
ward and thoroughly outrageous piece of 
woodwork ever constructed on fouf legs.

ATTACK ON FOREIGN WIVES 


Mme: Ribot, Formerly “a Chicago Girl, 
Popular in Paris Society.

PARIS, Jan. 4.—The woman is coming for- 
ward in the talk of the new president who 
will be elected by the national assembly when 
it meefsS at Versdilles on Jan. 17.

German Doctor Invents Apparatus Do- 
ing Away with High Temperatures in 
Surgical Work. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BHERLIN, Jan. 4—Great interest is shown 
im medicaid circles at the communication read 
this week at the Academy of Science by Dr. 
Darsonval on the use of extremely low tem- 
peratures in surgical operations, 

Dr. Darsonva! pointed out the application 
of great cold in the treatment of wounds 
of various kinds gave great advantages over 
high temperatures of 200 to 300 degrees, 
hitherto used, and thet br a new epparatus, 
his invention, patients can now be operated 
upon with temperatures as low as 252 degrees 
below zero. 

This resuit is obtained by using not solid- 
ified carbonic achi gas, as hitherto, but a 
blend of alcohol and carbonic acetone, in- 
closed in a narrow eilver tube surrounded 
by a double glass cylinder, which was de- 
vised for the purpose by Dr. Darsonva!. 

With this apparatus the operator cangrad- 
uate the temperature to be applied exactty, 
from 26ro downward. A further edvantage 
Glaimed for Dr. Darsonval’s new appliance 
te that ft does away with the danger of in- 
fection caused by the direct application of 
the pencil of solidified carbonic acid gas, 
formerly used. 

Important results are expected from the 
u@e of the new system, especially In cases 
of lupus, superficia) epithelioma, and birth- 
marks.

Families Imported.from Ohio Resent 
Having to Go Without Meat and 
Dairy Products.

BERLIN, Jan. 4-—A colony of eighty or 
ninety workmen's families who were re- 
cently tmported from a well known Ohio 
manufacturing city for the purpose of in- 
structing the German etaff of an American 
factory are having an insight into the dif- 
ference between the German and American 
workingmen’s living standarés. 

The families, which at home were used to 
meat and dairy products once or twicea day, 
find it entirely beyond the workingman’'s 
P to enjoy such luxuries in Germany at 
the present moment. 

Their German comrades are content with 
@ dally diet of black coffee, cleomargarine, 
cheese, sausage, and vegetables, with meat 
perhaps on Sunday, but the Ohio families 
find it impossible to reduce their home stand- 
ards to euch a level, and correspondingly are 
discontented. with thelr lot here.

ARMIES PREPARE TO RENEW WAR

LONDON, Jan. 4.—Uniless either Turkey @& 
the Balkan states cain be prevailed upon to 
recede from their present stiff necked atti 
tude, the peace negotiations have arrived at 
an absolute deadlock, and Monday's meeting 
will be the last of the conference. 

The Turkish delegates strongly affirm they 
have Offered all they can concede. The Bal- 
kan delegates protest with equal vehemence 
the Ottoman empire must surrender to them 
what they consider to be the spotis of war. 
‘ The diplomatic battle line tas been drawn 
at Adrianople. If Turkey should consent to 
cede her ancient capital and strongest for+ 
tress, now Invested and, so far as Impartial 
witnesses can judgé, berond the hope of re- 
lief, all minor questions could be arranged. 

The Turks. declare they cannot give dp 
Adrianople tnder any circumstances; the 
allies declare that they must. 


Allies Hold to Ultimatum. 

The allies insist Turkey must meet the ulti- 
matum presented Friday without change of 
any detail. The Turks declare the terms | 
r they offered Friday are the extreme limit to 
which they will go. 

The yielding of Turkey on the question of 
Adrianople undoubtedly would pave the way 
for a general settlement. Dr. Daneff, head 
of the Bulgarian delegation, declared un- 
compromisingly today that unless the sul- 
tan’s envoys accept without the alteration 
of a word the ultimatum he and his cole 
leagues will pack their baggage on Monday, 
leave London on Tuesday. and their armies 
will give battle at Tchatalja the moment the 
period fixed by the armistice expires. 


Turkish Envoys Delay 

Events have moved swiftly in the last few 
days. When the allies delivered thelr uiti- 
matum yesterday, an anewer to which wag | 
demanded by Monday afternson. Rethed 
Pasha replied it was not necessary toe walg 
until Monday, that he could reply on Sate 
urday just as well. Today Rechad Pashse 
requested a postponement untif Monday.

FOR RIGHTS OF STATES 


Holds German Princes Allies 
and Not Vassals of the 
iat.

Prince Louis of Bavaria’s succession tothe 
regency of a kingdom which is second only 
in rank to that of Prussia in the confedera- 
tion of twenty-odd sovereign states known 
as the German empire marks a new departure 
in the empire's policy and existence. 

With a Prussian bullet still in his body, re- 
ceived at the battle of Helmstadt—a bullet 
which had the effect of putting an end to his 
active military career—he has always been 
the most vigorous champion of Teuton par- 
ticularism—that is to say, of the defense of 
the sovereign rights of the various states of 
the confederation against the aggression and 
usurpejion of Prussia. 

Ever since the foundation of the present 
German empire in 1871, and even prior there- 
to, from the time of the organization of the 
go-called North German confederation at the 
close of the war of 1866, there has been a 
tendency on the part of Prussia to centralize 
gill the sovereign power, first of the North 
German confederation and then of the em- 
pire, at Berlin. 

No Interruption in Policy. 

This policy has been pursued, sometimes 
20 insidiously as to escape public attention, 
at other times boldly and openly, but always 
without interruption, until some of the small- 
er states have ceased to retain any inde- 
pendent power or authority save in name. 

The late Prince Luitpold of Bavaria, like 
his younger son, Prince Leopold, and his 
nephew, Prince Arnulf, all of whom had 
taken part in the Franco-German war of 1870, 
had always been noted for his friendly rela- 
tions with Prussia andwith its reigning house. 

So much was this the case that when, in 
1886, King Louis’ extravagances of conduct 
and of speech became such as to render it 
necessary that he be deprived of the reins of 
government and placed under restraint, the 
regency being vested in his uncle, Luitpoid, 
this prince was accused by the masses of his 
countrymen with having rendered himself a 
party toa Prussian plot, organized by Prince 
Bismarck, to remove Louis from the throne 


MAKES PLEA TO AMERICANS, 


Says $225,000 Is Needed. by End of 
This Month te Save Masterpieces. 


Chicago, Jan. 4.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
~—A public meeting called by the lord mayor 
has been held in Dublin to consider an “ ex- 
ceedingly serious situation,” the threatened 
withdrawal of Sir Hugh Lane’s collection 
of great pictures, given to the city some 
years ago conditionally on a gallery to house 
them being provided within a certain time. 
That time expires at the end of this month. 

Among these pictures are Manet’s “‘ Eva 
Gonzales "’ and his *‘ Concert aux Tuileries”’; 
Renoir’s “ Les Parapluis,’’ Daubigny’s por- 
trait of Daumier (the only portrait painted by 
him) and his “ Don Quixote and Sancho 
Panza’; “The Toilet’’ and the “*‘ Decolla- 
tion de S. Jean, the Baptist,”” by Puvis de 
Chavannes; “‘ The Present,’’ by Alfred Stev- 
ens; several of the finest works of Mancini 
and paintings by Rousseau, Monticelli, Pis- 
sarro, Madrazo, Diaz, and others of the 
French school. 


Praises Dublin Collection. 

M. Theodore Duret, in his standard work 
on Manet and his associates, devotes the 
final pages to a pzwan in praise of the Dublin 
collection. Of Manet’s seventy-six pictures 
now scattered through the civilized world, M. 
Duret chose nine for reproduction and two 
of these are in Dublin; he reproduced only 
three pictures by Renoir and the Dublin pic- 
ture was one of the three. 

These pictures were valued some time 
ago at not less than £60,000. But after the 
sale in Pacis last month of the Henri Ronart 
collection Sir Walter Armstrong, a very 
high authority, wrote: ‘“ Greet as the mar- 
ket value of the collection offered by Sir 
Hugh Lane was a fortnight ago, its value 
has been greatly increased by this sale. 
Great enhancements of prices were shown by 
every master included in those whose works 
are at present in Dublin.”’ 


Of Worldwide ‘Celebrity. 

At the public meeting sympathetic mes 
sages were read from John Redmond, M. P.., 
and from Augustine Birrell, chief secretary 
for Ireland, who says: ‘It is a collection 
which already has obtained a worldwide 
celebrity, and attracts to Dublin all lovers 
of pictures. It is hardly within the reach 
of poseibility that such a collection should 
ever again find its way to Iréland.” R. 
Ross, art adviser to the British government, 
wrote: ‘* Some of the pictures already are

Cause of Gloom, 

Despite science, intellectuality, and materi- 
alistic trend, a large portion of the German 
people is at heart mystic and inclined to 
superstition. 

Here and there is mentioned the famous 
prophecy of the great seeress, Le Normand. 
Prince William, wno was later the first Ger- 
man emperor, is reputed to have called on her 
in 1820, when the prophetess is said to have 
toid him that she woulé answer four ques- 
tions. Prince William asked her: 

“ When shall I fight at the head of my 
army?’ 

Advice of Seeress. , 

Tothisshereplied: “Add 1820 sideways and 
upwards; that is, beneath the nine of 18u9 
place the figure 1829 vertically, and add. The 
result is 1849.”’ 

“ When will there be an end of victorious | 
war?’ asked’ the prince. 

To this the seeress replied: ‘* Treat 1849 the 
same way and 1849.”"’ The result was 1871. 

** When shall I die?” asked Prince William. 

The same treatment of 1871 gave | the year 
1888. 

The fourth question was: ‘‘When will the 
end of Prussia come?’ By the same traat- 
ment of 1888, the figures 1913 come out. 

In 1849 William fought at the head of his 
troops against the revolution. In 1871 he was 
crowned emperor at Versailles. In 1888 he 


died, and 1913 has just opened.

BEET SUGAR DECLINES. 
Good November Report Boosts St. 
Paul Shares; Banks Show 
Gain in Cash. 


New York, Jan. 4.—Better resistance was 
offered by the stock market today to the 
weakness of various stocks which affected 
values yesterday: Certain manipulated spe- 
clalties, operations in which reflected an 
absence of demand, developed marked weak- 
ness, w for a time held the general mar 
ket in k. 

The standard issues, however, graduaily 
broke away from their influence, and by clos- 
ing time nearly all the important raflroads 
and industrials had made moderate gains. 
The advances ran to 2 points in St. Paul 
and half as much in the Harriman. stocks, 
Reading and coppers. Further weakness de- 
veloped in American Beet Sugar, which 
dropped 8 points to 39, its lowest quotation 
in more then a year.

St. Paul, the strongest of the important 
railway stocks, was helped by the Novem- 
ber report of the system, disclosing large 
gains in gross and net, for both the parent 
corporation and the Puget Sound.

IN FOREIGN STOCK MARKETS.

The hitch tn the peace negotiations Fri- 
day made sentiment bearish. Paris sold rather 
freely, and with local operators taking profite 
much of the earlier gains disappeared. However, 
the markets closed well above the lowest, on the 
belief that a lack of money will prevent a resump- 
tion of the war and that a way out of the present 
deadlock will soon be found. Copper shares were 
active and strong on American advices and favor- 
able statistics, while Marcon! and Rubber shares 
were features In the miecellaneous section. 
American securities recovered early losses, but 
failed to maintain the Improvement and closed 
showing few changes for the week. Money be- 
came considerably easier with the turn of the 
year, but a moderate stringency is expected for a 
time in commection wfth payments to the Bank 
of England and the commencement of the tax 
collections.

Minor Difficulties of Criticism. 

Two lawyers, a journalist, a newspaper man, a merchant, a 
dealer in paintings, a playwtight, and a librarian discussed the 
acting of Mr. Arnold Daly after the performance of “ The Return 
from Jerusalem” Thursday night. Their opinions in the matter 
‘yanged from that of ‘the dealer in pictures,. who regarded Mr. 
Daly's interpretation as a masterpiece of graphic, repressed acting, 
t that of the newspaper’ man, who deemed it a florid, superficial, 
ineffective, and disconnected series of sham postures and elocution. 

The others, all men of experience in drama and life, and so enh- 
titled to speak with some authority, agreed in practically nothing 
es to the details of Mr. Daly’s endeavor. This scene was thought 
by one to be a perfect. bit-of sincerity, by another to be maudlin 
and actory. Mr. Daly's gestue, delivery, and grimace deline- 
ated moods and emotions illuminatingly to .one; to another 
they were merely the cheap tricks of the theater, meaning nothing. 
Adding to the confusion wes a unanimous agreement that Madame 
Simone was fascinating, and, therefore, an artist beyond criticism.

Well, he should abandon the ambition to become that imposing 
finctionary. At the risk of being referred to as “ negative,” 
“personal,” “indirect,” as “‘one who does not take the drama 
seriously” and as ‘“‘a phrase .maker,” he should, if he can, 
emulate the wisest of his calling—holding the ehunciation of posi- 


_ tive judgments, of absolute truths, to be no part of his business. 


‘He should have “a repucnance for the methods of the Bench ”"— 
Tecording as amiably as may be possible the proceedings in a play 
and his impressions thereof, eschewing the judicial and the dog- 
matic. He should’ have respect for those playgoers who think 
Mr. Arnold Daly is good in “The Return from Jerusalem” and 
admiration for those who know that he is not. It is a resolution

Answering an Anguished Outcry. 

Delaying so long as is possible, if not preventing altogether,

enhance the value of the other by emphasiz- 
ing what the other stands for. Hach one 
typifies a certain phase of the art of his time 
and country, sums it up with more emphasis, 
perhaps, than any other painter who could 
have been selected. And by the difference 
in their technique and style, their point of 
view, aims, and ideals, one may measure a 
whole psychology of change. 


Healy wae never a rebel against the estab- . 


lished tradition. From his youth he was 
recognizably a Hneal descendant of those 
poble old Americans, Stuart, Copley, Sully, 
and others, who in their turn drew their 
authority from Reynolds and the other Eng- 
lish painters of his time; these being dtscend- 
ed, through Van Dyck and Rubens, from 
the great Dutch realists with Rembranct 
at their head. With eath generation the 
strain becomes softer, less sturdy, but to 
the last it keeps a certain pride of caste, a 
mote of race, an air of dignity and distinction. 
Healy, painting his own boyish portrait at 
20 or so, unconsciously imbibed and ex» 
pressed the whole attitude of a generation 
of the 30s toward life—a certain well bred 
gloesing over of hareh realities, a delicare 
exaggeration of sentiment and sweetness. 


-~o- 
At thie period he was extremely sensitive 
to atmospheric impressions, and that he had 
mot .yet irrevocably chosen his path and 
formed his style is proved Dy the Iittle studio 
sketch of a girl model with a pitcher, done at 
about the same time, which igsalmost modern 
in its austerities. Afterwards he indulged 
his facility by painting too much, tempted 
doubtless by good prices and domestic needa. 
He yielded to an insistent demand for por- 
traits in the usual academic manner, to the 
inevitable hardening of his style. 
But throughout these years of tireless in- 


@ustry he never quite lost his youthful fire... 


Now and then he would paint a portrait vital 
and sensitive, individual and beautiful, like 
those of his friend, Samuel Ward, of his little 
baby daughter, of Bishop Duggan, Joe! Hart, 
Mime. von Overbeck, of the profile of Mr. 
Stickney... The “‘ Armenian Fathers,” fortu- 
nately, the property of the institute, isa more 
ambitious subject treated with similar suav- 
ity, vitality, and distinction. In such works 
he proved himself, if not a great artist in the 
high sense in which we apply that large ad- 
jective to the masters, at least a painter of 
nobie quality and enduring charm, poswessed 
of keen intuition, broad human sympathy, 
and a flowing and rhythmic style. 

Again, in certain portraits of women and 
children he followed with much success the 
eighteenth century fashion of deliberately 
refining and sentimentalizing the subject, a 
fashion which tried to make lovely woman 
more lovely, sweet ehildhood more cherubic, 
rich @rapertes more graceful, than that mas- 
ter magician, life, has revealed. This king 
of conventionalization, more sulted to a 
courtly than a democratic age, is somewhat 
out of the modern artistic fashion, but who 
knows when it may return? In the portraits 
of the two Misses Thorne, of Mme. de Pterre 
and her little daughter, of the young queen 
of Roumania, of two or three children, and 
especially of Mrs. Mahlon Ogden, Healy ex- 
presses admirably this mood of grdcious def- 
erence.

With great men he was not so successful as 
with everyday friends and lovely ladies. He 
had the rare good fortune to paint from life 
Webster, Clay, and Calhoun, Lincoln, Grant, 
and Sherman, the powerful leaders of*two 
epochs. Yet not one of these portraite goes 
beneath the surface; reveals the beroic soul. 
His Webster is a “prominent citizen” but 
not the man whoge brow of thunder and eyes 
of lightning made his neighbor wonder “ if 
any one could be as great as Danie) Web- 
ster looked.”” His Lénooln ile an earnest. 
thoughtful, xihdly gentieman, but not the 
granite bodied, giant souled leader of a peo- 
ple, full of tenderness and humor and the 
sublime simplicity of genftue—a man whom 
Rembrandt or Velasquez or Michael Angelo 
eould hawe taken on his own great terms 
and from whom they would have created 
masterpieces. Such men es these, or ag the 
rough hewn Sherman and the enigmatic 
Grant, were beyond the reach of Healy or 
any other artist of their thme. Modem art 
would do better with them; indeed, one mod- 
ern artist, Saint-Gaudens, has shown what 
may be done. 

In any case, the Healy exhfbition is one 
of the most interesting ever held in the in- 
stitute. It revives an epoch and reintroduces 
ite men and women. It reagserte the person- 
ality ef Chicago's first famous painter, and 
convinces us that he deserved his fame and

Mr. Henderson aiso has painted women 


and children and oid men, but in his attitude | 


toward the problem, and his manner of solv- 
ing it, there is much more than the actual 
decades of difference. We pase from Vic- 
tcria to Lioyd George, from. Romney to 
Whistler, from the early English to the Jap- 
anese. Compare his two portraits of old mer 
with Healy’s of Dr. Barry orJoel Hart. 
These latter aim to reproduce, with the aid 


of light ahd shade, the actual roundness of + 


flesh; the former attempt to suggest the con- 
tours of life on a flat surface, without those 
strong contrasts of light and shade which 
tend to project a figure out of its frame. 

Mr. Henderson's art is static, essentially 
decorative, not realistic. It stays on. the 
wall, in ite e. not attempting to give 
the illusion of tion, or readiness for mo- 
tion, the illusion being rather of repose. Thi- 
is as true of the portraits and landscapes as 
it is of the avowed “ Decoration,” the blue 
and gold spring idyl for Dr. Dudiey’s house. 

This effect depends upon rhythmic balance 
of composition, discreet contrast of tonal 
eurfaces, linear symmetry, etc. Oriental art 
attained this kind of beauty to a supreme 
degree; we find it triumphantly achieved In 
medieval Gothic paintings and tapestries; 
and certain modern painters of various na- 
tions, tired of realism, of painting in the 
round, are following this principle with more 
or less success. 


~~ 

Among these this young Chicago painter is 
important; Indeed, it is probable that the high 
distinction of his work will soon be generally 
recognized. Boston last month scarcely 
knew what to make of it; whether thie was 
“ Parnassus or Pegria’’ one critic confessed 
himself in doubt. But Boston art is jyran- 
nized over by the other school, with Tarbell 
at its head; it is high time that Chicago ehould 
cut loose from Boston, New York, and every 
other dictator in matters esthetic; should 
realize that Peoria may be indeed Parnassus, 
and assume the courage of es own convic- 
tions. 

Among those convictions this se baiaale shoul 
be sure of a hospitable welcome and per- 
sistent sympathy. The beauty of his pastels 
has been referred to recently in this column; 
a few in thé present exhibition remind us 
once more that here is a man of Whistler's 
own lineage, not an imftator but a biocod 
brother of his spirit. The landscapes end por- 
traits, while less Whistlerian in manner, 


while indeed extremely original. are no leas 


distinguished and alive. 
The beauty of color and absolute repose 
of feeling im coast scenes like “ The Basque 


’ Coast” and the “ Storm—Lake Bluff,” or in 


patterned landscapes like the “Big Red 
Oak ”’ and that hilly scene with ittlehouses; 
the dramatic intensity of gray waterand fig- 
ures in “The Lake Bluff Pier”; the sure 
felicity of touch upon groups of people in 
“Tina et the Exkiorado,” “ Pennasanta 
Wood,” and certain other pictures—all these 
are qualities extremely rare in modern art. 


Mr. Henderson has won them through years ' 


of hard work in persistent devotion to hig 
own ideal of beautiful expreesion. And itis 
probable that they will win him high fame 
in the end, perhaps even before he is dead 
and buried. 

We now approach the portraits. But the 
space is filled and the writer is weary—per- 
haps they would better be reserved for anoth- 
er article. Also the interesting exhfvition of 
German graphic art.

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BRESNAHAN PAID. 
$90,000 BY ‘CARDS’ 


Former Manager Compromises 
on His Claim Against 
St. Louis Club. 


STILL SILENT ON FUTURE. 


St. Louts, Mo., Jan. 4—The claim of Roger 
Breenahan, former manager of the St. Louis 
Nationals, against Mrs. Helene Britton. 
owner of the club, was compromised today. 
It # reported that Bresnahan was paid $20,- 
000 for a complete cancellation of whatever 
claim he may have had against Mrs. Brit- 
ton for alleged violation of the contract under 
which he was to manage the club for five 
years, 

The matter was adjusted this afternoon at 
a conference between Arthur Sager, attor- 
ney for Bresnahan, and Lon O. Hocker, coun- 
se! for Mrs. Britton. The case was set for 
trial this month and Bresnahan ciaimed to 
be ready to fight it toa finish. 

Schuyler Britton, making the announce- 
ment of the settlement on behaif.of Mrs. 
Britton, said: 

“ We don't care to give out the exact fig- 
ures the club will pay Bresnahan. It’s a 
private matter. The other side feels the 
same way about it.” 

Had a Five Year Contract. 

Bresnahan signed a five year contract with 
the St. Louis Wationals last .yéar. The 
contract called for a yearly salary of $10,000 
and 10 per cent of the net receipts. Last fall 
Mrs. Britton discharged Bresnahan from the 
management of the team. Bresnahan ap- 
pealed to the National league and the mag- 
nates in turn referred it to the board of dl- 
rectors, who have not acted on the matter. 

Bresnahan refuses to talk on what plans 
he will make until his claim here is paid. He 
says he will go where he can get the best iIn- 
ducements.. Not long ago Barney Dreyfuss 
sent his secretary, Billie Locke, to St. Louis 
to make Bresnahan an offer to play with 
the Pirates.

Chicago, St. Louis, Cleveland, and Detroit 
all are anxious to make trades. Farrell, of 
course, cannot make a move until he has se- 
cured a manager for his team, and Boston, 
Philadelphia, and-—-Washington are holding 
all the players they have who are worth any- 
thing and depending upon new material for 
strengthening for the coming season. So the 
American league's strongest téams do nod 
seem to be in line for any changes. 

Im the National league not a trade is in 
sight; and the chief interest lies in the hold- 
outs.. There are enough good men unplaced 
and holding out for more money to affect the 
race materially. Indeed, the’ holdout situa- 
tion in the older organization is serious. 

The figuring on New York ,Chicago, and 
perhaps twoother teams seems to depend a lot 
upon signing up stars who are dissatistied. 
With Marquard out, New York loses a lot in 
the figuring, but not so much in the playing, 
as Marquard is not as great a pitcher as he 
seemed to be last season. Chicago needs 
Archer desperately. Without him the Cubs 
will figure down with Brooklyn and the dis- 
rupted Cardina!s. 

“Dope” on Pennant Races. 

The doping of the pennant races by man- 
agers, owners, and others who make a study 
of baseball has been interesting this win- 
ter. Of course they have not the full, com- 
plete date on which to figure, and, in fact, 
they seem to have less accurate material now 
than they have had for years, because of the 
chances of trades and the refusal of certain 
players to sign. Usually one has only to fig- 
ure on the known materia! and the chances 
of certain promising minor leaguers making 
good. Now the situation is much more in- 
volved. 

During the last week I have studied the 
predictions of eleven men—including six 
managers. The way they figure the races, in 
composite, is this way:

Some of the other 


Greatest Games in Baseball History. 


The longest game ever played in the Na- 
tional league happened twice and both times 
it lasted twenty Innings, four rounds less 
than the major league record held by the 
Athletics and Boston Red Sox. 

The first twenty innings scrap, which stood 
for years as a big league record, was played 
between the Chicago and Cincinnati teams 
on June 30, 1892, in Cincinnati, and the score 
was 7 to7 when it finished. The second over- 
time battle of twenty rounds in the old league 
is of much more recent date. It was played 
between the Chicago and Philadelphia teams 
in Philadelphia on Aug. 24, 1905, the Cubs 
Winning, 2 to 1. 

It is worthy of note in passing that Chicago 
was involved in both these combats, which 
remain today the longest ever staged in the 
National league. The earlier of the tw 
games was the more sensational, as the size 
of the score would indicate. It also is the 
more interesting to fans who care to delve 
into the days when baseball was a sport first 
and a business occasionally instead of a busi- 
ness first and a sport sometimes. 

Only 1,200 fans watched that 1892 game in 
Cincinnati, although the Reds were then 
fourth in the twelve club pennant race and 
Anson’s Colts were eighth. It wasa slugging 
match at the start, all but one of the fourteen 
runs made by both sides being registered in 
four innings. The tying counter came over in 
the fifth inning. Then without change of 
pitchers the two teams settled down and 
fought out the remaining fifteen rounds With- 
out a run. 


— 

Ad Gumbert, a Pennsytvania sheriff. 
pitched the full game for Chicago and Tony 
Mullane, now on Chicago's police force, 
worked on the slab for the Reds. The two 
teams were handled by veteran leaders who 
had faced each other in many previous bat- 
ties, for Charles A. Comiskey was managing 
the Cincinnati team for the late John T. 
Brush in that year, and Cap Anson was 
leading his famous Colts. Anson &till wasa 
tower of strength to his team with the bat in 
those days, as shown by the four Aits he made 
off Mullane in that game. 

Walter Wilmot was the flelding star of the 
battle and to him more than any other indi- 
vidual was given credit for staving off de- 
feat for Chicago. Half a dozen times nis 
plays saved the game, but bis greatest feat 
was performed Inthe fourteenthinning. De- 
feat stared the Coltsin the face with Red run- 
ners on thir@ and cecond bases, none out, and 
Germany Smith at bat. Smith hit oneon the 
nose far out to left fleld on a line, and as {+ 
was the last half of the inning the fans rose 
to their feet with a yelp of joy, thinking the 
game was over. Upintothe air went the fleet 
left flelder and came down with the ballin his 
grasp. Browning, who had started home

hands. In these days Browning would get 
a severe panning for an ivory play, since he 
could have scored after the catch and was 
sure to score if the ball went safe. Vaughn 
was an easy out and so was Mullane, leaving 
the two stranded, 

In the nineteenth inning Cincinnati had a 
narrow escape fromdefeat. Dungan led with 
a two bagger to left. Canavan moved him 
to third with a sacrifice and Cooney lifted a 
fly to left center, seemingly out of reach of 
every body. Browning by a great effort caught 
the ball on the hard run and held Dungan on 
third, thereby retrieving his bad play in the 
fourteenth, for Gumbert struck out, retiring 
the side.

Most of the slugging was concentrated in 
the' early innings. In the second Chicago 
grabbed a lead of three runs, pounding Mul- 
lane for three singles, one dowble, and a three 
bagger. The Reds sailed right in in their half 
of the second and made four tallies. Brown- 
ing reached first on Anson's muff of a throw 
from Canavan. Comiskey forced him at sec- 
ond. Smith singled and Vaughn’s out moved 
them upa base. Latham singled, driving Mc- 
Phee to third and when they tried a double 
steal Schriver’s throw to second got away 
and let McPhee count. 

In the third inning the Colts made three 
more runs. Dahlen tripled and scored on 
Schriver’s fly. Anson singled, went to second 
on a wild pitch, and to third on an infield out. 
Smith fumbled Canavan’s grounder and An- 
son scored. Canavan stole second and went 
home on Cooney’s single. The Reds imme- 
diately tied it up with tworuns. O'Neil Was 
passed. Dahlen'’s fumble gave Holliday his 
ufe. Browning sacrificed, but O'Neil was 
thrown out at the plate on Comiskey’s 
grounder. Smith singled, sending in>two 
runs. 

In the fourth the Reds gained the lead by 
one run ona pass to Mullane, McPhee's sin- 
gle and Latham’s out. In the fifth the Colts 
tied the score on Schriver’s walk and Dun- 
gan's two base hit. Then for fifteen innings 
neither team was able to break the tie with 
the only run that was needed to terminate 
the battle. Darkness. finally 
rescue at the end of the twentieth round. 

Sam Dungan had almost as good a day at 
cat as Anson, for while the Cap was making 
four singles Sam peeled off two doubles anda 
triple. Thé Colts made fourteen hits off Mul- 
lane, while the Reds touched Gumbert for 
twelve. The Chicago hurler had a shade the 
better of the support. Comiskey had twen- 
ty-seven putouts at first base—as many as a 
whole team accumulate in the regulation 
game. Commy also had two assists, and

Thirteen years and nearly two months 
elapsed between that twenty inning battle 
and the only other one ever played in the Na- 
tional league. The second one was a pitch- 
ers’ combat all the way between Big Ed Reul- 
bach and Frank Sparks, with victory finally 
perching on the shoulders of the Cub. Red 
Dooin was Sparks’ receiver and Jobn O'Neil 
caught Reulbach the full route.

Neither pitcher faltered for twelve innings. 
In that time there was not a run scored and 
only an increasing double row of ciphers cn 
the score board to show for the heated efforts 
of the combatants. In the thirteenth round 
the Cubs broke the tie with one run. Frank 
Chance, then acting manager in place of the 
late Frank Selee, whaled out a three base 
hit, and Frank Schulte scored him with e 
single. 

But that run -’as not enough, for the Phil- 
lies tied it up in their half. Roy Thomas sin- 
gled and went to second when Billy Maloney 
ran over the line and caught a long foul fly to 
right from Courtney's bat. The throw to stop 
Thomas got » way from Tinker and let Roy to 
third, from where he scored on Bransfield’s 
single. The Cubs won the game in the twen- 
tleth. Jack McCarthy opened with a single.

Fears of local yachtsmen that the two big 
downtown sailing clubs Hterallgl might be left 
high and dry as a result of “city beautiful ” 
plans proposed for the lake front, have been 
set-at rest by the announcement that the 
interests of the Chicago and Columbia or- 
ganizations will not be jeopardized. On the 
contrary, the south park commissioners are 
making elaborate plans to assist in the ad- 
vancement of local yachting. 

It recently became known that the south 
park board had asked permission of the gov- 
ernment to fill in the lake from Randolph. to 
Twelfth street. As the land so made would 
reach 900 feet east of the present shore line 
of Grant park, Chicago’samateuPtars feared 
their game would temporarily be put out of 
business, for if the plans were completed and 
the yacht basin filled in, the tWo clubhouses 
would be left a half mile inland. Lieut, Col. 
George A. “Zinn of the United States en- 
gineer corps is to conduct a publfe hearing 
of the question on Jan. 15 in Chicago. 


Payne Promises Protection.  ~. 
Commodore James O. Heyworth of the 
Chicago Yacht club is authority for a state- 
ment that yachtsmen have nothing to fear 
as a result of the hearing. ‘“ In aninterview 
with Judge John Barton Payne, president 
of the south park board, I was assured that 
the plans formed by the commissioners for 
the development of the lake front from 
Twelfth street north have under considera- 
tion the protection of the two yacht clubs,”’ 
said Commodore Heyworth. “ President 
Payne_was emphatic in saying the interests 
of the Chicago and .Columbia Yacht clubs 
would not be jeopardized. 

“He further stated everything possible 
would be. done in the interests of the two or- 
ganizations,. for the commissioners realize 
the clubs are necessary to the development 
of the lake front as the leading show spot 
of Chicago. Locations for their future club- 
houses are a part of the developed pian. 

“President Payne agree with me the outer 
breakwater in these plans is an urgent neces- 
sity. Comparatively few persons have real- 
ized the enormous amount of money that is 
represented in yachting in this city alone. 
Yachtsmer of the Chicago and ‘Columbia 
clube now.have approximately $2,000,000 
worth of fine boats which depend upon the 
present inadequate basin for protection. 
Next summer we wil not have room enough 
for safe moorings or enough depth in some 
parts of*the harbor to get the big boats out 
without being grounded. 


Craft Valued at $400,000. 

* Boats to be built for delivery in Chicago 
next spring and craft that have been trane- 
ferred from eastern to local yachtsmen reach 
a total value of $400,000. This figure un- 
doubtedly will be greatly increased when a 
number of other deals are consummated. 

“It seems to me, with so much property 
at stake and the location of the outer break- 
water decided upon, there is no reason why 
the improvement cannot be authoriged by 
the government -to be built next summer. 
Any storm from the southeast is likely to do 
considerable damage to the two fleets and 
handicap the development of the sport.” 

Ogden T. McClurg, who is in charge of the 
movement to introduce in Chicago a fleet of 
fast @ne design schooners, is making good 
progress and hopes to popularize the new 
class. Mr. McClurg has started out to bring 
in five of the .cats, which if they are secured 
will assure some of the finest racing ever 
seen off Chicago. 


Three Boats Ordered. 

Three boats already bave been signed for. 
One will be built by Mr. McClurg and an- 
other will be taken by Walden W. Shaw, who 
recently became interested in the sport. The 
third boat is to be ordered by a yacht owner 
who wishes to withhold his name. With this 
trio as the nucleus, it is thought no difficuky 
wil be experienced in securing orders for 
the two additional boats 

The two syndicates being formed among 
members of the Chicago Yacht club to build 
class P boata for the defense of the Man- 
hnassett bay trophy probably will be com- 
pleted this week in order that the designs 
may be drawn and work started on the 
yachts. 

The syndicate headed by Commodore Hey- 
worth ie complete with the exception of one 
member. Each member has subscribed $1,000 
to the fund. Names of those making up the 
syndicate will be announced within a few 
days. Herreshoff, the famous eastern de- 
signer of America’s cup racers, haa been #e- 
lected by Commodore Heyworth’s syndicate 
to draw the plans. 

The establishment of winter quarters by 
the heading clubs is proving popular with the 
yachtsmen, for they are given an opportunity 
to keep in touch with each other and make 
plans for the coming season.

The shoe business of the country is today 
in g@ somewhat pecuHar condition. So far 
as the retail dealer is concerned, it is not 
highly satisfactory, and toa somewhat Jesser 
degree this may also be said to be applicable 
to the wholesaler, the manufacturer, and the 
tanner in about the order named,

Overstock Principal Evil. 

What ts the cause of this condition? It 
certainly is not because the consumer has 
stopped buying shoes, for he has not, for 
almost every person of any standing what- 
ever owns several pairs of footwear. Many 
Chicagoans have from sixty to seventy pairs, 
and it is reported that Mile. Adeline Genee, 
the French danseuse, is the proud possessor 
of something like 250 pairs. It is not that 
a shortage of shoes exists, because every re- 
taller from the Atlantic to the Pacific has 
more shoes than really are necessary for the 
conduct of a paying business. Many of them 
are so overstocked that much of their mer- 
chandise depreciates in value before it can 
be disposed of. 

This matter of overstocking is the milk of 
the cocoanut, for it shows the real underlying 
cause of the prevailing condition. During the 
last few seasons the changes in the styles of 
lasts have not been radical. Calf in tan and 
black, patent leathers, suedes, and kids are 
worn in even greater numbers today than 
ever before. Fabrics have had a large call 
in the last two years, and their sale has ma- 
terlally added to the volume of business done 
by the retailer. 

Bearing these facts in mind, it may justly 
be said that the basic trouble is adherence to 
the old habit of buying too far in advance and 
buying far too much’ I could cite innumer- 
able instances where dealers who bought in 
small quantities and bought frequently soon 
bullt e well paying business. Later, how- 
ever, tempted by large discounts or the per- 
suasive inducements of ambitious salesmen, 
they have been led to anticipate their require- 
ments months tn advance of the seasons. 

After a few seasons, in many cases, these 
dealers began to neglect taking their cash 
discounts, did not meet their obligations at 
maturity, but finally awoke to the fact that 
they were almost hopelessly overstocked 
and were forced to retrench in order to avoid 
financial embarrassment. They saw the 
advisability of altering their buying system. 
returned to the frequent and smaller pur- 
chase pian, and ultimately placed their bus!i- 
ness on a sound financia! footing. 


= 
Location Makes Big Difference. 


A poor location can bring about disaster 
quicker than can anything else. The biggest 
concern in State street found the sicdding ex- 
tremely tough when they first opened. They 
did practically no business. One day they 
realized they had s:arted in on the wrong 
side of the street. They moved to the coppo- 
site side. The difference in location was 
noticeable from the start. Business grew by 
leaps and bounds. Today these peopie are 
representative of the retail shoe business in 
Chicago. A few u.onthe more on the wrong 
side would have driven them into the bank- 
I merely cite this to empha- 
size the importance of getting in on the 
right side. 

Next the young man must consider the po- 
tency of buying the right goods, shoes sulted 
to his locality. He should buy often and in 
small quantities. His establishment should 
be fitted up attractively, but I would ecar- 
nestly daivise him not to tie any coneider- 
able amount of money in fixtures, because if 
it ever should come to a/fshowcown his fix- 
tures will bring but little 

The young man should khow the conditions 
that obtain at the time he branches out for 
himself. His previous exptrience would 
qualify him to judge pretty accuratc¢ly as to 
what would sell at the time he opened his 
store and what probably would be dead stock 
within a few weeks. The styles having the 
biggest call should find their way ito his

How to Get Best Terms. 

The matter of terms on the new merchant's 
purchasce can be satisfactorily ©? cnet 
providing he does not divide his purchases up 
into too many quarters—that is, say, not to 
exceed three or four wholesalers. Naturally 
he could make more advantageous terms if 
whe confined his buying to one house. In that 
case he could get practically all the merchan- 
dise he meeded. For instance, with an avall- 
able cash balance of $5,000 he might have 
credit extended to him to the amoum of 
$7,500. I would. advise tim not to exceed 
$3,000 for hig first purchase. At the outset he 
should not buy toexceec thatamount.  —_— 

With that amount’ of merchandise he 
should turn bis stock three timea year. If he 
does not, he should Investigate why he 
doesn’t, for in the event his sales dropped 
much below that minimum there would be 
something radically wrong. I know of.a 
merchant In a fair sized town downstate who 
has a $00,000 stock and who ts doing an 
$85,000 business annually. . That sounds like 
big business, but {ft isn't. In fact, that mer- 
chant is not making any money, for his stock 
deteriorates before he can sell it. 

The beginner should be told he could not 
expect to do a paying business right from the - 
start. He’should Lear in mind that older and 
perhaps wiser men are in the shoe game and 
he will not be permitted to share in their 
prosperity without a hard struggle. 

The young man might find out at the end of 
his first month’s business that he had some 
stock’ that was not commanding ready sale. 
In that case, providing his stock was in good 
condition, we would have no hesitation in 
taking out such stock and replacing it with 
something he has demonstrated he can sell. 
Some shoes that sell in some localities cou'd 
not be given away in others. 

es 
Figuring Average Business. 

One of the greatest mistakes shoe mér- 
chants are prone to make is In the matter 
of estimating percentages. Take, for ¢xam- 
ple, a business that year after year has run 
along on an upgtade. Perhaps that business 
may jave fluctuated in iis upward course. 
Now, it is not fair in making a percentage 
to take the largest month's sales ae a basis 
for the percentage of business done during 
all the other months of the year. It is only 
fair to take a percentage for a number of 
years. Let him take the year’s business from 
Jan. 1 to Jan. 1 as a basis for figuring and 
if possible make a comparison for five pre- 
vious years and take the result of that cal- 
culation for the next five years. In figuring 
thus he ts going to get nearer what is right. 

Another thing, the operating expenses of a 
store should be figured on the basis of the 
poor months and not the best months; then 
when the good months come the showing Is 
far more satisfactory. When this order {fs 
reversed an unsatisfactory showing Is cer- 
tain.

Be on Lookout for Unexpected. 

There is absolutely no excuse for specula- 
tion and gambling on freak or faddish styles 
on the part of the average retail merchant. 

In figuring the profit necessary to be added 
to the cost of goods the dealer must not over- 
look the “unexpected "' expense item, for it 
always occurs and ff it has not been taken 
into consideration his showing at the end of 
the year will be a @sappointment. 

In this era of style changes, and I can see 
no dispoaition on the part of the average man 
or woman to dress more plainly or to use 
fewer novelties, the dealer must get at least 


a 50 per cent profit on cost, or 33 1-3 per cent | 
on selling price to cover hie losseson “ clean- | 


ups '’ when style changes occur.

“Another point In regard to over talking 
an order. in a salesman’: anxiety to close 
an order he is apt to make a let of rash 
promises. This is a sad m.stake. Buyers. as 
a rule. are not unappreciative. They are 
llable to forget. in a@ wa), a promise that has 
been fulfilled, but as to one that uas not 
been fulfilled their memory is long and keen. 

“And have you ever no.iced the humorous 
side of the salerMman With a ready Made 
speech? He starts off at a mile a minute 
gait and finishes so abruptly that the esi- 
lence seems a year long before the buyer 
saves in disinierested tone, ‘I think not.’ 
This type of salesman is absolutely (hrough 
then with his lttle song over. 

‘My experience has taught me to state 
my proposition to a buyer in a few well 
chosen words that have some weigh on the 
éea! involved. If the designs for the tile 
éesired for instance, have been selected and 
passed on by the owner and architect, why 
discuss that phase of the dea!?

age. Not aalne must the feed be sirictiy ac- 
counted for. but the cost of labor and equ.p- 
ment must be added to ihe feed bills, 

The wear ard teat on Lhe incubators brood- 
ers, houses, etc., mus’ co re infor their share 
of consideration and the losses in the flock 
from disease or other causes musi net be 
forgouen To neglect any of these liens 
des.roys the value of your accounling, makes 
it useless and unreMabla. 

On the other hand a close account must 
be kept of the receipts, and nothing must be 
sold or used for home consumption which is 
not piaced on the records.

It 
is therelcre advisabie to look the fock over 
carefully and @iscard a!) the bide undée- 
sirable for breeding pu pores. No matter if 
you have culled qui:e closely In the fall 
there may still be some ie!t, which«.me bas 
proven unecitable to brecd from. Possibly 
some cf the pullets have net lased quite as 
well as they should or perhaps some have 
shown sizns of wealness. which is apt to 
show itself in the offspring. Then azain, 
some might have chan ed In general make 
up, and are not up to the sendard which 
you are striving for. On the other hand, 
some of the later hatched pullets, which we e 
undeveloped when the first culling was done. 
might now ve superior in many points to 
those selected earlier. At any ra‘e, another 
culling will do no harm, aside from taking 
a little thae and work. 

Fowls do like sunflower seeds. and if fed 
in limited quantity act as a tonic, be nefikial 
to their welfare No other seeds I know of 
will assiet molting to such an exent and as 
@ conditioner for the show pen they have no 
equal. Some of the commercial poultry 
feeds contain sunfiower seed, but those poul- 
try raisers who mix their own scratching 
feeds’ should not fail to supply a iimited 
quantity of these seeds to the hens. The 
mammoth Ruseian seeds are the best to use 


for this purpose.

Western Lands Interesting Chicagoans. 
N the mail of the Back to the Land bureau 
have been found three’ remarkable let- 
ters, remarkable in that they breathe 
the hope and ambitions of seven young 
meno, all residents of Chicago. They are 
mot in search of an easy road to weaith, but 
are willing to work to attain success. 

These young men admittedly have not 
found life tn tne metropolis especially.irk- 
some, nor have they been particularly disap 
pointed with their lot as far as they Is J 
gone. There is not a pees!mistic note sound- 
ed in one of them. Rather they are full of 
optimism. 

‘It is the future of which these young men 
are thinking. They are seekirg the road to 
independence in the broad, free acres which 
a generous government cfiers as a home- 
Stead to her eligible citizens. 

One letter in particular breathes this hope 
of future independence in every iine and ry)- 
lable. ‘* We are all young men,” states the 
writer, referring to a party of four whom 
he represents, ** strong, healthy, 
not wanting for anything here in the city, a 
careful study ‘of conditions and prospects 
leads us to beHeve: that we can do better for 
ourselves under:some such plan aS we have 
in mind. We are all able and. willirg to 
work for future independence.” 

Here are the. letters: 

Chicago.—| Back to the Land Bureau.]—Is 
there any Ulllable government land in Cali- 
fornia between Los Angeles and San Diego 
subject to homestead'or desert entry? Will 
a person going from this latitude to the 
desert land of southern California, east of 
the coast range, suffer much from the sum- 
mer beat? I have in mind the land being of- 
fered by professional locaters in Riverside or 
Imperial counties. J. G. 8. 

Chicago.—[Back to the Land Bureau.]— 
Can you furnish me with information as to 
whom to communicate with in reference to 
taking up a claim out west or paying partial- 
ly cash for same—that is, for land that fs 
partly under cultivation? Would prefer dry 
farming. M. G. 

Chicago.—[Back to the Land Bureau.]—I 
wish to obtain Information relating to lands 
in the various states that are open for settle- 
ment by filing claims on the same. Four 
young men, one of them being myself, con- 
template taking claims of a quarter section 
each, making an entire section, and operat- 
ing the same on some sort of a codperative 
basis. We wish first, however, to learn 
everything we can relating to the mode of 
procedure necessary as Well as the states in 
which such opportunities are still open. We 
are all young men, strong, healthy, and 
while not wanting for anything here in the 
city, a careful study of conditions and pros- 
pects leads us to believe that we can do bet- 
ter for ourselves under some such plan as 
we have tn mind. We are all able and will- 
ing to work for future independence.

Vacant Public Lands. 

The general land office, department of the 
interior, Washington, D. C., has issued a 
circular, dated July 1, 1012, described as 
‘* Vacant Public Lands in the United States,”’ 
which covers the first question of R. P. M. 
and which I am sure would be mailed to you 
on application. It gives the vacant public 
lands in detail according to state, with a 
brief summary of the character of each. 

Among the western states where such land 
is available and the amount of unappropriat- 
ed lands in each are: Montana, 20,003,005 
acres; Nebraska, 832,750 acres; Nevada, 55,- 
075,503 acres; New Mexico, 33,571,483 acres; 
North Dakota, 1,354,571 acres; South Dako- 
ta, 4,121,812 acres; Oklahoma, 39,526 acres; 
Oregon, 16,888,060 acres; Utah, 34,049,177 
acres; Washington, 1,868,089 acres; Wyo- 
ming 33,475,742 acres. 

Neither the genera! land office nor the local 
land offices can furnish information as to 
the location of different tracts, but such in- 
formation may be obtained. from the records 

the local land offices, which when not in 
official use are open to inspection by pros- 
pective homeseekers or their agents. 

Before entry personal inspection of the 
lands should be made to asceriain if they 
are suitabie, and when the applicant is satis- 
fied on this point entry can be made at the 
local land office in the manner prescribed by 
law under the direction of the local land of- 
ficers, who will give full information. Should 
any one desire information in regard to va- 
cant lands in any district before going there 
for a personal inspection he should address 
the register and receiver of the proper loca) 
land office, who will give full information re- 
garding vacant lands and the steps neces- 
sary to be taken in making entry. 

If there were four availiable quarters in 
the same section as we interpret the law, 
there would be no legal obstacle to your plan 
for operating the same on a. codperative 
basis providing some arrangement were made 
for each to reside on his quarter the required 
length of time and to carry out the provisions 
for improvements, etc., on each quarter, 
Possibly you could build a house or cabin so 
it would occupy a point touching each of the 
four quarters. 

Few of the questions that are asked re- 
garding public lands can be answered direct- 
ly by the words yes andno. 80 many amend- 
ments have been added to the various public 
land acts and so many décisions and rwings 
made by the department of the Interics from 
time to time that it is practically imreseible 
to frame up a set of questions and answers 
that willl answer every quesiion that may 
be asked. 

Any head of a family or person who has ar- 
rived at the age of 21 years and isa citizen of 
the United States or has declared his or her 
intention of becoming a citizen. and who ts 
not the owner of more than 160 acres of 
land. can take a homestead. 

* 
Outline of Homestead Law. 

What is known as the “ three year home- 
stead law.” under which the period of re- 
quired residence was reduced from five to 
three years, was passed on June 6, 1912. 
Owing to the questions that have arisen 
through correspondence and otherwise con- 
cerning its provisions, Walter L. Fisher, 
secretary of the interior. has made a spe- 
clal Interpretation of the law for the bene- 
fit of the commissioner of the general land 
office. 

This outline of the law as made by Mr. 
Fisher gives his understanding of the act 
as affecting entries made prior to its pas- 
sage. as well as those made thereafter: also 
prescribes an order of procedure to be re- 
epected in the matter of applications for 
reduction of the required area of cultiva- 
tion and promulgates a rule prescribing the 
amount of cultivation to be required respect- 
ing entries made prior to but which are to 
be adjudicated under the new law. A sum- 
mary of h‘'s construction of the new pro- 
visions follows; 

“1. By the act of June 6, 1912, the period 
of residence neceseary to be shown in order 
to entitle a pergon to patent under the home- 
steaq laws is reduced from fivé to three 
years, and the period within which a home- 
stead entry may be completed ts reduced 
from seven to five years. The three year pe- 
riod of residence, however, is fixed not from 
the date of entry but ‘ from the time of estab- 
Hshing actual permanent. residence upon 
the land.’ It follows, as.at consequence, that 
credit cannot be given for constructive resi- 
dence for the period that may elapse be- 
tween the date of the entry ané wat cf 
establishing actual permanent residence 
upon the Janda. 

“2 Honorably discharged. soldiers and 
saflors of the war of the rebellion and also 
of the Spanish-American war and the sup- 
pression of the insurrecticn fn the Philip- 
Pines, entitled to claim credit under their

homestead entries for the period of their 
military service, may do so after they have 
‘resided upon, improved, and cultivated the 
land for a period of at least one year,’ after 
they shall have commenced their other im- 
provements. This is the requirement of tue 
vrvited Statutes whichis us nowise a’ ietted 
ty the act of June 6, 1912. Respecting the 
cultivation to be required under said section 
(2305 of the revised statutes), it-has been 
he etofcre administered as requiring such 
showing as ordinarily applies in other cases 
preliminary to final proof, and as the new 
law eXacts showing of cultivation of at 
least one-eighth of the area before final 
proof, a showing should be exacted of a 
like amount for at least one year before final 
proof. 
= * 


Area to Cultivate Not Specified. 


“8 Prior to the passage of this act no 
specific amount of cultivation had been re- 
quired respecting a homestead entry. made 
urder the gereral law; that is, an entry for 
li) acres. With respect to every such entry 
section 2291 of the revised statutes had re- 
quired proof of ‘ cultivating the same fora 
term of five years immediately succeeding 
the time of filing affidavit.’ 

“ The words ‘the same’ could refer only 
to the entry, and, literally construed, would 
require the cultivation of the entire tract 
entered for the term of five years. But a 
more liberal interpretation has properly ob- 
tained in the land department, and proof has 
been accepted upon a Showing that the fract 
has been used In a husbandlike manner, 
even though a smeiler part of the entry had 
been actually cultivated than was in fact 
susceptible of cultivation. Furthermore; the 
long period of residence required—five years— 
has, in many instances, led to the accept- 
ance of even a much smaller area of cultiva- 
tion than husbandlike methods an& the char-. 
acter of the land would have reasonably jus- 
tified. 

“4. The enlarged homestead acts here re- 
ferred to authorize entries of 320 acres of 
lands designated for thie purpose by the sec- 
retary of the interior, and require proof * that 
at least one-elghth of the area embraced in 
theentry was continuously cukivated to agri- 
cultural crops, other than native grasses, be- 
ginning with the second year of the entry, 
and that at least one-fourth of the area em- 
bruced itn the entry was so continuously cul- 
tivated, beginning with the third year of the 
entry.’ 

“The residence provisions of the home- 
stead law (and now of the new act) were 
applicable to these entries, with an excéption 
relating to certain lands in the states of Utah 
and Idaho, with respect to which the require- 
ment of residence is omitted, and im lieu 
thereof the entryman fs required to cultivate 
twice the area required under the general 
provisions of the act. 

“The enlarged homestead acts were in- 
terded to apply generally to lands suitable 
for cultivation only under dry farming meth- 
ods, and under these methods it is customary 
to summer fallow a portion of the land one 
year, planting it the following year. 

* Under the new law such summer fallow- 
ing camnot be accepted as the equivalent of 
cultivation, and this was.equally true of the 
old laws, which required the land to be ‘ cul- 
tivated to agricultural crops other than 
native grasses.’ The new law, however, does 
recuce the required area of cultivation to not 
lese tham one-sixteenth during the second 
year of the entry, and not less than one- 
eighth during the third year of the entry, 
and until final proof, except that in the case 
of entries under section 6 of the enlarged 
homestead laws, where residence is not re- 
quired, one-eighth of the area of the entry 
must be cultivated during the second year, 
and one-quarter beginning with the third 
year of the entry and until final proof. 

“In. other words, the effect of the new 
law, with respect to the enlarged homestead 
acts, except in Instances where residence Is 
not required, is generally to reduce by one- 
half the amount of cultivation to agricultural 
crops other than native grasses which had 
previously been required. 

* * 


Sowing and Tillage Required. 

(5) In reducing the period of residence 
required in perfecting title to a tract of 
land entered under the homestead law from 
five to three years, congress has required 
that it be shown that an actual cultivation 
hag been accomplished of at least certain 
specified portions of the land entered. This 
amount hase been placed at one-sixteenth, 
beginning with the second year of the entry, 
and one-eighth the following year, and until 
proof is offered. 

“In view of the Hberal reduction In the 
period of residence, making it possible to 
secure title In three years. which would 
require a showing of but two years’ cultiva- 
tion of one-sixteenth of the area entered 
and an additional one-sixteenth for but one 
year, a mere breaking of the soil will not 
meet the terms of the statute, but such 
breaking or stirring of the soll must aleo be 
accompanied by planting or the sowing of 
seed and tlllage for a crop other than native 
grasses. 

* (6) It should be noted that under the new 
law the period within which the cultivation 
should be made is reckoned from the date 
of the entry. 

“ (7) The eecretary of the interior is au- 
thorized, upon a eup.sfactory showing there- 
for, to reduce the #*;, ulred area of cultivation 
In the administration of this provision It is 
not beMeved that the physical or financial 
disabilities or misfortune of the entrymen 
should be the grounds of reductton. but the 
sole question should be whether, under the 
peculiar conditions governing the tract en- 
tered. the exaction of cultivation of this 
particular tract by any entryman to the 
amount required is reasonable. 

“The actua! special physical and cNmatic 
conditions of the land entered In each case 
must therefore determine whether the re- 
quired amount of cultivation should be re- 
duced. 

“«(8) The requirements as to cultivationdo 
not apply to entries made for lands within a 
reclamation project under the act of June ]7, 
1902, nor to entries made in the state of Ne- 
braska under the act of April 28, 1904, com- 
monly known as the Kinkaid act. In such 
instances the existing requirements ag to 
cultivation made by the acts named continue 
in force. 

“(9) In all entries made under section 6 of 
the enlarged homestead acts. under which 
residence is not required, the entryman must 
cultivate at least one-eighth of the land in 
the second year after date of the entry and 
one-fourth of it during each year thereafter 
unt!l he makes proof, and the existing period 
of cultivation required under sald acts is not 
reduced by the act of June 6, 1/12. 

“ (10) The law clearly requires that the 
homestead entryman shall establish an 
actual residence upon the land entered within 
eix months after the date ofentry. Where, 
owing to climatic reasons, sickness, or other 
unavoidable cauee resi¢ence cannot be com- 
menced within this per:od, the commissioner 
of the genera! land office may. within his 
discretion, allow the settler such additional 
period, not exceeding in the agregate twelve 


- the settler to this 


months, within which to establish his resi- 
dence. It is not thought neceseary to re- 
quire an application tn advance to entith 
tional privilege. but 
the full circumstances willbe opem to in-

(11). After the establishment of residence 
the entryman is permitted to be absent from 
the land for one continuous period of not 
more than five months in each year follow- 
ing, provided that upon absenting himeelf

tended absence. He must also file notice 

with the local land office upon his return to 
the land following such period of absence. 

“(12). In according such extemded perlods of 
absence congress has dealt liberally with the 

homestead entryman, and bona fide continu- 
ous residence during the remaining portions 
of the three year, period must be clearly 
shown. / a F 

*“(13). A second period.of absence {mmeai- 
ately foMNowing the first period, even though 
the two periods occur in different- years, 
reckoned from the date of the establishment 
of actual residence, will not be recognized, 
as it was never contemplated that an ab- 
sence was permissible in excees of six months 
in view of the specific provisions for contest 
provided for in section 2197 of the revised 
statutes. There should be at least some sub- 
stantial period of actual continuous resi- 
dence upon the land separating the periods 
of absence accorded under the statute. Only 
those protracted absences with respect to 
which notice has been given as required by 
the statute will be respected either in cage of 
contest or on final proof. 

(14). The privilege of commutation after 
fourteen months’ actual residence, as here- 
tofore required by law, le unaffected by this 
legislation, excepting: that the person:com- 
muting must at the time be a citizen of the. 
United States. 

(15). Where the person making home- 
stead entry dies before the offer of fine! 
proof, those succeeding to the entry in the 
order prescribed under the homestead law, 
in order to complete such entry, must show 
that the entryman had complied with the 
law in all respects to the date of his ceath, 
and that they heve since complied with the 
law in all respects as would have been re- 
quired of the entryman had he lived, except- 
ing that they are relieved from any require- 
ment of residence upon the land. 

7(16). The provisions of section 2291 of 
the revised statutes, as amended, {n respect 
to the homestead period, are made applicable 
to all unperfected entries upon which resl- 
dence is required, as well as to those made 
after June 6, 1912, where the entryman fails 
to elect to make proof under the law under 
which his entry was made within the pre- 
scribed time. This obligates the previous 
entrymen to compliance with the law of 


‘June 6, 1912, respecting all of its provisions, 


the performance of which ts exacted during 
the homestead period. As a consequence, 
while residence is reduced from five to three 
years, specific cultivation te exacted begin- 
ning with the second year after entry. Final 
proof of full compliance must be made 
within fiVe years from the date of entry.” 
= 
Dry Farming. 

Under the enlarged homestead act of Feb. 
19, 1908, a qualified entryman under the 
homestead laws may enter 320 acres of non- 
irrigable public lands in the states of Mon- 
tana, Washington, and Oregon, and other 
western states, provided such lands have 
been designated by the secretary of the in- 
terior as not being, in his opinion, susceptible 
of successful irrigation, but no entry mad@e 
under this act can be commuted. This land 
is adapted to dry farming, and when culti- 
vated under this system will produce abund- 
am crops. 

An important matter for Phe home#teader 
to consider is the fact that unless he is pre- 
pared to pay the price asked for irrigated 


‘ Jand on the. government projects the only 


other location he can secure by homestead 
under this act will be on land which must be 
farmed without @n artificial water supply. 
He who inti nds to pursue dry fa: ming is ad- 
vised to inform himself of tae methods of 
cultivation which produce the best results, 
anc to follow them closely. If this is done 
success is assured, but if the ‘essons taught 
by the experimental stations and “ dry farm- 
ing instructions” are neglected the respon- 
sibilliy for any lack of success) must rest 
upon the individual 

In some portions of the far west there 
are cons.derable areas of arid lands which, 
with Irrigation, become productive. In many 
such localities water is abundant and con- 
venient, and irrigation ditches are inex- 
pensive. It pays to irrigate, as it Ingures 
a certain crop every year and an increesed 
yield The following act of congress desig- 
na.es how one half section [320 acres) of 
such land ‘can Le obtained: 

“Citizens of the United States, or persons 
who have declared their intention to become 
such, end who are also resident citinns of 
the state or territory In which land sought 
is siiuatec, may file a declaration. under 
oath, with the register and receives of the 
land district in which any desert land is 
situated, that he intends to reclaim a tract 
of desert land, not exceeding 82. acres, by 


conducting water upon the same within four. 


yearsa. 

“ At the time of filing this declaration e fee 
of 2% cents for each acre of land proposed 
to be so reclaimed must be paid. At the time 
of making the declaration: the land taken 
up under this act must be particularily de- 
scribed. lf surveyed. or lf unsurveyed must 
be described as nearly as possible, The 
party shall also file a map of the land. which 
shall <xhibit a plan showing the mode of con- 
templated irrigation and wh.ch plan ehall 
be sufficient to thoroughly [rrigate and re- 
claim said land and prepare ‘t to raise ordi- 
nary agricultural crops, and shal! also show 
the source of the water to be used for irri- 
gation and reclamation. 

At any, time within four years, upon mak- 


ing satisfactory proof to ihe register and’ 


receiver of the reclamation of said land, and 
the expenditure thereon for improvements 
of $1 an acre each year for three years and 
proof of the cultivation of one-sixceenth of 
the land [under the new law], and upon pay- 
ment of the additional sum of $1 per acre, a 
patent shall be issued. 

“A claimant must also fle with the reg- 
dster during each of said three years proof 
by affidavits of two or more crediiable wit- 
nesses that he has made such expenditures. 
He may, however, prove up earlier whenever 
he can make the required proof of reclama- 
tion, cultivation, and expendittire to. the 
age vegate of $3 per acre. Res.dence on the 
land is not required.

The: following are unique articles 
made, and which may realize from 50 cents 
to a dollar. 

Whisk broom Dinah—Make a doll of a 
small whisk broom by covering the handle 
and part bound by string below handle first 
with cotton, then with black calico. Sepa- 
rate the head, which is the handle, from 
the shoulders by winding a thread several 
times about the base of the handle. Take 
a piece of black calico four by one and one- 
half inches and stitch it to a point, fill with 
cotton, and sew to shoulders for the arms. 
Take a rectangular plece of blue dotted cali- 
co the width desired for the skirt, measure 
from the neck down to bottom of broom, 
and turn up hem. Stitch up back and hem 
of dress, cut two holes for the arms to go 
through, place on the doll, and gather at 
neck and waist, which will be just where the 
cotton covered part ends. The sleeves are 
made of emall pieces two by four inches 
and sewed to the doll. Take a triangular 
piece of red calico large enough to cover 
shoulders of doll, to cross in front and tle in 
back under point. This should be hemmed 
all ground. Make a bandanna of yellow calico 
for the head and a small white apron. Catch 
the tips of the arms together in front, place 
small brags rings where the ears should be, 
paint eyes, nose, and mouth, and Dinah is 
ready to be useful as well as ornamental 

Traveling apron—This is made of linen. 
Cut a circular apron. Stitch to this a piece 
Bhaped like the bottom of the apron and ex- 
tending up about a third of the length of the 
apron. This piece, stitched to form a large 
pocket, should be divided into three smaller 
Dockeis by stitching to form pockets for 
mirror, comb, and brush. About two and 
one-half inches above these compartments 
stitch to apron another large pocket, shap- 
ing it toapron. Divide this pocket by stitch- 
ing to form compartments for soap box, 
toothbrush, and sponge. Stitch on belt and 
put fancy braid around edge of apron, edge 
of pockets, and overstitching dividing 
pockets,

Below is the recipe for a delicious fruit cake 
which a friend successfully sells all the year 
round: 

Two teacupfule of butier, three cupfuls of 
dark brown sugar. six eggs, whites and yolks 
beaten separately, pound of seeded 
raisins, one pound of currants, washed and 
dried, and half a pound of citron cut in thin 
strips; halfa cupful of molasses and the same 
amount of sour milk. 

Stir the butter and sugar to a cream, add 
to that a grated nutmeg, one tablespoon of 
cinnamon, one teaspoonful cloves, one tea- 
spoonful mace, acd molasses and milk. Stir 
well, put In beaten yolks, a wineglass of 
brandy. then add four cupfuis of sifted flour 
alternately with beaten whites of eggs. Dis- 
solve a tenspoonful of soda and stir in 
thoroughly. Mix the fruit together with two 
tablespoons of flour; then stirin cake. Butter 
two common cake tins, line them with but- 
tered paper, and bake in moderate oven for 
two hours, then cool, put in airtight can, and 
they will keep for a year.

Cord Dolls for Babies. 


An easy way to make money at home Is by 
making and selling cord dolls for babies. 

Take a piece of cardboard, seven or eight 
inches long, and about three or four inches 
wide, and wind a ball of common cord length- 
ways on it. Cut the cord open at the bottom 
and remove from card. Take out a portion 
at the top for hair and tie firmly with a piece 
of cord, or linen thread ig better. Then 
braid in one or two braids and tie firmly at 
the bottom. Later tie with colored baby 
ribbon at topand bottom of®raids. Then one 
inch or more from top tle around the remain- 
ing cord for neck. little lower down take 
out a portion of cord on each side for arms, 
Tie firmly at shoulders, then braid for arms, 
and cui off the cord when arms have reached 
the desired length and tie about an inch from 
end for hands. About three inches or less 
from neck tie for a waist line. At each place 
where tied later tie a plece of baby ribbon. 

‘For a boy doll separate the skirt portion 
into two parts and tle about an inch or less 
from the ends. Then with black and red yarn 
or floss make eyes, nose, and mouth. Black 
glass beads may be used for eyes. 

These dolls are especially nice for babies, 
as they are indestructible and can be washed 
by removing ribbons and boiling them. They 
sell for 35 and 3} cents and sell rapidly.

Q@nd ivaded into cases fur distribution And 
then It is sent forth without a wrapper. to 
be distributed to various bakers and gro- 
cers who handle it before it ts' sold to you. 
Do you know tn what state are the hands 
that. receive it and bundie it before it ts 
put with your order? 

The other day as I came up the street tn 
the car our progress was stopped by a 
baker's wagon. and a clear view was given 
of its interiur Loaves of bread were piled 
in tt ike so many togs of wood, there was 
nothing over them. the back door of the 
Wagon Was open anc the dust ltacen. germ 
burdened wind had full sweep over the 
bread that was on the way to your table 
and mine.

“ SPRUCE BEER.—This is a home made 
beverage. Get 5 cents’ worth each of oll of 
spruce, olj of wintergreen, and oi! of sassa- 
fras and mix well together. Have ready in 
a bowl two pounds of A sugar and pour 
upon [t half a teaspoonful of the mixed 
oils before stirring inte M two quarts of 
boiling water. Now, mix in thoroughly 
the rest of the blended olls: add graduaiiy 
eight quarts of cold water and a cake of 
compressed yeast. Stir long and weil, 
Bottle at once Let the botties stand ina 
warm place over night. Then lay them 
upon their sides in the cellar. When used 
they should be served ice cold 

“MARASCHINO CHERRIES.—Stone the 


cherries, save aii the Juice (Hal Tube irom 
them. Weigh the cherries and allow pound 
for pound in weighing the sugar. Drain 
the cherries in @ colander and set the trult 
upon the ice. Put juice and suger logetner 
in a preserving kettle and covuk to a thick 
sirup) Then add the cherries and simmer 
all toge:her for Gilteen minutes. This done, 
@raw vf one-hal!l of the sirup and supply 
ha piace with maraschino. Bring quickly 
te the boil, keeping the kettle closely cov- 
ered to prevent evaporation of the volatile 
liquor. As soon as the boll is reached re- 
move from the fire and put instanily inte 
giass jers, sealing at once.

ones Then, too, one may do almost any- 
thing to the seams end have a good effect; 
they may be stitched plain upon a sewing 
machine, then after it has been pressed 
open the edges can be notched as everly as 
you can do it, or {if you like you can make 
f ii~that ts, after the seam has been 
stitched once, trim one edge off quite close 
to the etitchirg. then turn the other edge 
over the shorter one and hem it so that the 
folded edge will Just cover the stitching, or 
you might hem the wider edge over the 
other edge and sew it to the material, mak- 
ing the seam quite flat. And then for anh- 
ther way of making the seam, after it Las 
been stitched once, lay the two edges to 
one side and feather stitch it fat to the 
body of the material. 

Cotton crépe is not such en easy material 
to work with as one would finé challis. and 
especially when there is any embroidery to 
be done upon It, but I havea plan that does 
away with using an embroidery hoop and 
Takes the material easier to embroider, and 
that ts to baste it carefully to a s*iff plece 
of brown paper. drawing paper or, fn fact, 
any kind of paper that will not tear too 
easily. 


* 
Finish Off Edges. 

Sometimes it le well on fine material or 
that which solle easily to draw the design 
out on paper first, using a thin, pliable kind 
of paper then bas‘e the matertal to the 
Paper with the design up. After that out- 
the whole design with ema)! stitches, 
catchirg both the paper and the materia! 
ard holding the former to you; when you 
have outlined the whole design and done 
all the padding that te neces@ary. tear the 
paper away and then you can do the rest 
of your embroidery 

One thing that I think most people fall to 
do when scalloping and buttonhcling an 
edge of any kind of material is to finish off 
the edge properiy. I don't know why it {fe 
that most people think that all thet is neces- 
sary i* to cut around the ecallop. but after 
it has once been laundered it le sure to look 
badly ané so untidy. The best way is, after 
the buttonholing has been entirely finished 
to cut the material away, leaving an edge of 
about a quarter to three-elghths of an Inch 
which should be turned under and made mto 
a neatand tiny hem. Another way, avhich 
you might prefer, le tocut the materal away 
from the scallops as near the embroidery 
as possible, then go over the edge again 
with a buttonhole etitch and usirg the rame 
embroidery cotton This of course may 
seer like a great deal of work, but I am 
ture that you wil! feel repaid in the long 
run, ff you compare one that has been fin- 
ished In this way and one that has been 
merely cut, after they have both been laun- 
dered a few times.

(This story is retold from “ The Wigwam

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The present day clothes for womem are re- 
sponsible for more bad figures than women 
realize. 

The contrast was most conspicuous at our 
horse show recently. There were two dis- 
tinct classes of women—the horsewoman and 
the hoarse show woman. 

The horsewoman was erect, well set up, and 
healthy from athietic exercises. For horse- 
back riding is one of the most beneficial of 
ali athletics. 

The horse show women sat or lolled im the 
boxes. They sagged in body and mi Nat- 
urally such women must be weak and*worn 
out from insufficient nourishment, for they 
were nearly all very thin. 

The umbreile cover skirts, long swallow tuil 
coats with the long shoulders, untrimmed 
hats, and low necked bodices accentuated 
their sagginess to an ecceniric degree. 

To me it was amusing, because I am guilty 
of a keen sense of humor. But is was sad 
also to see women who would be exquisitely 
attractive had they the senses at least to 
affect health and perfect condition. 

Sitting, standing, and walking correctly 
seem to be unfashionable. But they are 
absolutely necessary to health and beauty. 

AH women are inclined to get a hump on 
theb ack of the neck. Imagine how much 
quicker that mound of flesh will accumulate 
by sagging forward continually. 

Women who exercise can prevent that 
thickening between the shoulders by stand- 
ing erect, walking correctly. and sitting prop- 
erty. 

* 
Sagging Brings Disease. 

There are very serious dangers which will 
quickly develop by letting the shoulers sag 
forward. The lungs and stomach will con- 
tract. Indigestion, tuberculosis, and heart 
disease will be the result. 

Mothers should watch their girls and boys. 
Punishments should be severe for disobedi- 
ence to health rules. If women would real- 
ize that there is no happiness to be gained 
in life without health they never would as- 
sume any fashion that would have even a 
tendency to jeopardize their vital organs 

Remember: There is no beauty in any ef- 
fect of disease. 

A beautiful form has more power to charm 
than a beautiful face. Bypt though nature 
may have endowed you with a perfectly 
formed body, this will count for little unless 
you have elegance of poise and grace of car- 
riage. 

But how can we tell how nearly our bodies 
approach perfection in their proportions? 
Artists have accepted the Greek measure- 
ments as being those of the ideal figure. 

An old English book says of the perfect 
woman that the height should be ten times 
the length of the face from the root of the 
halr to the tip of the chin. 

The face is divided into three part: the first 
part lies between the root of the hair and 
the upper line of the eyebrows, the second 
part from the eyebrows to the bottom of the 
nose, the third from the nose te the tip of 
the chin. 

From the end of the middie finger to the 
wrist is the length of the face: from the 
wrist to the elbow, once and a half the length 
of the face; from the elbow to the shoulder 
joint, two faces.

length of each-eye should measure the dis- 
tance between the two eyes. 

Other measurements give the length of the 
body as six times the length of the head; the 
legs, four times this length. The width of 
the shoulders should be equal to the length 
of two heads.

Avoid Extreme Swinging of Arms. 

Control of the body as a whole is the ulti- 
mate aim Of all physical training. Without 
this there is no true culture of the body. 
Let us, then, study the subject of poise tn 
its different arpects. 

First, in order to stand well, a center must 
be established, and the natural center is the 
chest. Make the chest active by drawing it 
up to a high position, and all parts of the 
body wilf fall naturally into their rekitions 
to ht. 

Take this position of the chest and notice 
how the abdomen is drawn in. This is an es- 
sential feature of good position, for the bane 
of so many girls is a prominent abdomen. 
This ugly position fs absolutely unnecessary 
if only a little care is taken to draw it into 
proper line. This done, the weight of the 
body will be thrown forward onto the balls 
of the feet; a siraight line may be drawn 
through the shoulders, hips, and ankles. 

Be careful that the hips are not thrown too 
far back to overarch the smal! of the back, 
for this isa weak position; but if the chest is 
made the true center this will not occur. 

Avold other faults of carriage, such as ex- 
treme swinging of the arms when welking 
and holding the head on one gide. Be careful 
about Phe position of the feet at all times. 
Do not allow one shoulder and hip to be raised 
by standing on one foot. 

A simple and effective way of testing for 
correct carriage is to pass the hand over 
the back while the person being examined 
stands ina natural attitude. If the carriage 
is correct the ends of the shoulder blades 
cannot be felt, but if they are felt you may 
know that the carriage is not correct. 

You will be amaged to find how very few 
people can my claim to a perfect carriage 
after this test; and the one who can is always 
noted for exceptional power, either mental 
or physical, but generally both. 

When you consider that incorrect carriage 
means compression of the trunk and that the 
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ROSE: The joints are a problem hard to 
solve. If the ends of the bones which form 
the joints are naturally large, one must be 
content to let them remain as they are.

In a big patternmaking establishment @ 
conference of the fashion committee is held 
at stated periods, and is as gravely con- 
ducted as @ directors’ meeting of a La Salle 
street ¢oncern. Pictures are spread on 2 
long centra) table, around which the meeting 


is held. 


They are photographs of women, taken at 
the races, the opera, at tea in the Bois, wear- 
ing the newest, most typical costumes fore- 
shadowing styles-to-be. 

Sketches made by staff artists im Paris 
are also on the table in numbers. Some of 
them are merely of a detached sleeve, belt, 
or train. The committee considers each one 
in detail. It takes up for discussion such 
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matters as the perpendicular slash in the 
Dottom of a skirt in the fromt. It decides 
whether to present a sleeve small at the 
top and puffed at the wrist. It consides 
how to modify the daring combinations of 
color of the French artists of styles. 

Sometimes a discusvion of an hour is given 
to the matter of moving the waist line dn 
imch of two below its position at the time. 
The committee is organized for the purpose 
of considering what is becoming to the 
American woman, to have prepared for her 
a set of styles that she can choose from aad 
that will please her when she has chosen.

The sleeve of one costume, the overdress - 


of another, and the trimmings of something 
else will combine into one frock. which will 
show its foreign lineage, but will represent 
the conservative taste of the greatest Amer- 
ican artists at creating styles. 

The slash in the Paris dress will be 
bridged for the American woman with an 
underpiece of handsome materia!, perhaps 
‘studded with rhinestones and embroidere} 
with gold. Thus will the American idea cf 
decorum be respected, while the charming 
effect of the slashed Parisian costume is pre- 
served. The pictures created are, when ap- 
proved by the fashion committee, circulated 
over the country by the thousands, carrying 
the message of what the coming style ‘s 
to be. 

It is another matter to put women in the 
way of acquiring dresses of these designs. 
Maybe the expert dressmaker can look at a 
model and cut a dress like it without any 
guide. But expert dressmakers and those 
leas expert do not supply dresses to the half 
of the women of the cotmtry who yet wish 
to be in style. They make their own, and 
they are as particular about having it just 
the proper widtlL, the proper distance from 
the ground, the ¢orrect shape in the bodice, 
as any Michigan avenue tea drinker. Their 
only recourse is to buy a pattern of the pic- 
ture of her choice. An important branch of 
the fashion business is supplying these pat-

There‘is very little s> 
cial life here, especially for the young gine 
who have the advantages of a fair educa- 
tion. consequently most of our boys do not 
appeal to them in a social way. For this 
reason, therefore, the average traveling maa.

I do not wish to be understood as 
placing all traveling men in the same class, 
as I know that 75 per cent, if not more, of 
them are as honest aad honorable as any 
class of men.

HE work of arranging for the second 

of the large Mississippi.valley confer- 

ences, which is te be Ji4id. In St. Louis 

on April 2, 3, and 4, has been left al- 

most entirely’ to Mrs. Ellas. Stewart, 
whose service as president of the Illinois 
Equal Suffrage association for six years de- 
veloped to even greater degree ef proficien- 
cy her natural talents for executive work. 
With her usual thorough, well ordered meth- 
ods Mrs. Stewart has already set to work 
on the arrangements for the conference and 
many carefully laid plans have been com- 
pleted. 

‘The need for just such practical suffrage 
ideas, suggestions, and discussion was made 
evident last May at the conference here in 
Chicago, when the delegates far exceeded 
the numbérs anticipated and the discussion 
of methods for local suffrage work continued 
with unabated’ enthusiasm and earnestness 
for the three days,” sald Mrs. Stewart, in 
speaking of the convention. 

“This year, with the victory of woman's 
suffrage in three states and failure in two 
others, there is a special need as well as a 
splendid opportunity for the discussion of 
methods of chmpaign work, and the entire 
time of the cénference will be occupied with 
this subject, one of vital importance, now 
that the question ie sure to be brought before 
an ever increasing number of states with 
each sucoessive presidential election.

Pian for Future Campaigns. 

“The demand of the hour is, How shall 

suffragists| conduct’winning campaigns? 

* What is the best means of submitting the 
question, how to. get it submitted, and what 
is the best way) to’create suffrage senti- 
ment, and the questions that loom up large 
and perplexing when @ campaign is to be 
launched. 

‘‘ We shall arrangé.to have many speakers 
active in States whétre the question has been 
recently ¥oted on by thé people tell of the 
campaign methods made use of in these 
states. They will be asKed to give in detail 

4the special work which in thelr opinion was 
a valuable asset th the campaign and in case 
the questidn was defegted, as in Ohio, Wis- 
consin, and Michigan, an: acoeunt of the 
methods and workings of antagonisticforces 
will be of great value. When an enemy's

Expect Fight from Opposition. 

“ As time goes on and the movement be- 
comes stronger, with an increasing demand 
of the ballot for women, the forces arrayed 
against it will come out into the open and 
fight it with more terrible vindictiveness 
than they have ewen thought of doing at the 
present time. Suffragists must be prepared 
for this battle and develop methods which 
can be felied upon to overcome these un- 
ecrupulous forcese- which are ever et war 
with every movement which is designed to 
bring about a better, cleaner government and 
a finer, higher ideal of citizenship. 

“ At the conference in April we shall try 
to decide how to treat the forces combined 
against use. It has always been a question 
in the minds of many suffragists whether. 
it is more practical to search the anti-suffrage 
literature, learn its evil sources, and ex- 
pose them or to ignore our foes. Since our 
defeat in Michigan and Wisconsin in No- 
vember there has been no question in the 
minds of any person who understands the 
situation in those states as to the sources of 
the opposition to woman's suffrage. 

‘* Now that our foes have come out into the 
open and thrown down the gauntlét many 
of our suffrage headers are convinced that 
we should go to war with them quite frankly 
and openly. They are of the opinion thet al! 
anti-suffrage literature should be analyzed 
as it was in Wisconsin after the results of 
the election became known, when Miss Ida 
James and Mrs. Crystal Eastman Benedict 


“found that the corrupt practices act had 


been violated in several districts. 


Want Another mick of Speaker. 

“ The question of the kind of speakers and 
speeches will aleo be taken under considera- 
tion. The need of a new type of suffrage 
spedker at which Miss Jane Addams hinted 
a short time ago when she told Chicago suf- 
fragists to develop the ‘vote getter.’

On May 1 Marshall Field & Co will start razing the Trude bullding at the southwest corner of Wabash avenue and B l - 
Randolph street, and the Le Moyne building, adjoining the Trude structure on the west, preparatory to the erection PRO ‘ 
in their places of a thirteen story fireproof mercantile building.

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MAY BLOCK $1,000 PERQUISITE 
OF CONTROLLER OF CURRENCY. 


Congressman Mann Asks Congress to 
Cut Off Salary Paid for Conducting 
Defunct “Slaves’ Bank.” 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—[Special.)—A 
move to deprive the controller of the currency 
of a perquisite worth $1,000 was made in 
the house of representatives by OCongress- 
man Mann of Chicago. Mr. Mann introduced 
a bill to repeal the law authorising this com- 
pensation for the controller as commissioner 
in the Freedman’s bank. 

The Freedman’s bank is a heritage of re- 
construction days. It was established to help 
the liberated slaves to husband their savings, 
but it falled, and the depositors lost heavily. 
Congress annually considers the proposal of 
appropriating about $1,000,000 to reimburse 
the victims of this venture, but never takes 
faYorable action. 

Mr. Mann noticed that Controller Murray, 
in accounting for the residue of the bank's 
funds, reported $4,000, which had been re- 
duced to §2,600 by the payment of $1,000 to 
himself and $500 for clerical work.
